In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  yon  are 
directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  said  Swampscott,  on  Monday,  the  Twentieth  day 
of  March,  current,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  Articles,  viz  : 

Article  i.    To  choose    a    Moderator   to    preside    in  said 
meeting. 

•  Art.  2.    To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  one  (i)  year. 

To  choose  a  Board   of    Selectmen   for  the  year 
ensuing. 

To  choose  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
for  three  (3)  years. 

To  choose  a  Town  Treasurer  for  one  (i)  year. 
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To  choose  a  Collector   of    Taxes   for   the  year 
ensuing. 

To  choose  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  three  (3)  years. 

To  choose  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Public  Library  for  three  (3)  years. 

To    choose   a    Board    of    Auditors   for  the  year 
ensuing. 

To  choose  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  (3) 
years. 

To  choose  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
three  (3)  years. 

To  choose  a  Surveyor  of   Highways  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

To  choose  three  Constables  for  the  year  ensuing. 

To  choose  a  Park  Commissioner  for  three  (3)  years. 

All  to  be  chosen  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  3.  To  vote  by  ballot  "Yes"  or  "No"  upon  the 
question  :  Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
Liquors  in  this  town. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery,  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Milk  Inspector,  the 
Committee  on  Street  Lights,  the  Water  Commissioners,  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways,  the  Inspector  of  Cattle,  Provisions,  etc., 
the  Committee  on  Sewerage,  and  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations therefor. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of  names 
for  Jurors  as  prepared  and  posted  by  the  Selectmen. 
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Art.  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  what  rate  of  discount,  if  any, 
will  be  allowed  for  prompt  payment  on  or  before  a  certain  date.

L.  Bates  Post  118,  G.  A.  R.,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  pay  balance  due  American  Fire  Engine 
Company  for  repairs  on  Fire  Engine. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  make  repairs  on  Engine  House. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
paying  a  salary  to  the  Water  Commissioners  and  fix  the  amount 
of  same. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
amending  the  By-Laws. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$50,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  removing  rubbish  which  may  be  washed  up  on  Whale's 
Beach  during  the  coming  season. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
purchasing  more  land  adjoining  the  Town  Hall  lot  and  make 
appropriation  therefor. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  Section  3  of 
Article  3  of  the  By-Laws,  so  as  to  authorize  the  payment  of 
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money  by  the  Town  Treasurer  upon  orders  drawn  by  the  Water 
Board  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  Board. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  Section  i  of 
Article  3  of  the  By-Laws,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Water  Board, 
as  agents  of  the  Town,  to  institute  and  prosecute  suits,  as  set 
forth  in  a  draft  of  the  proposed  amendent  now  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  rules  and  regulations  the  Town  will 
adopt  as  to  the  collection  of  water  rates  and  in  cases  of  failure 
or  refusal  to  pay  such  water  rates,  or  to  comply  with  the  rules, 
by-laws,  or  regulations  concerning  the  water  supplied  by  the 
Town  and  payment  therefor,  according  to  a  draft  of  said  rules 
and  regulations  and  proposed  by-law  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  from  time 
to  time,  hereafter,  for  the  care  and  protection  of  the  water 
works  and  other  property  of  the  Town  employed  in  supplying 
water  to  the  Town  and  its  inhabitants,  and  for  the  collection  of 
water  rates. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  grade  Pleasant  Street  as  far  as  accepted. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  furnish  and  operate  an  electric  arc  light  at  the 
junction  of  Middlesex  Avenue,  Farragut  and  Paradise  Roads. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
constructing  street  crossings,  as  follows  :  Across  Rose  Street  at 
Rockland  Street ;  across  Rockland  Street  at  easterly  corner  of 
Rose  Street ;  across  New  Ocean  Street  at  Burrill  Street ;  across 
Essex  Street,  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Burrill  Street ;  across 
Farragut  Road  at  junction  of  same  with  Thomas  Road  from 
estate  of  Walter  R.  Curtis  to  estate  of  Edgar  Shaw ;  across 
Thomas  Road  from  the  church  of  the  Holy  Name  to  the  estate 
of  Walter  R.  Curtis ;  across  Burrill  Street  from  northeast  corner 
of    same  and  Middlesex  Avenue  to  the  northwest  corner  of 
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Railroad  Avenue  and  Burrill  Street,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  to  investigate  as  to  the  expediency  and  probable  cost  of

maintenance  of  water  works,  pipes,  gates,  hydrants  or  other  appli- 
ances for  supplying  water,  or  for  any  other  matter  fairly  within 
the  care,  control  or  jurisdiction  of  the  Water  Board,  all  of  which 
suits  or  proceedings  may  be  instituted  by  the  Water  Board  in  the 
name  and  as  agent  of  the  Town,  through  the  Town  Counsel. 

Art.  20.  Voted,  To  amend  the  By-Laws  by  adopting  the 
rules  and  regulations  as  presented  by  the  Water  Commissioners. 

(Note.  —  Said  rules  and  regulations  are  printed  in  the  hand- 
book of  the  Water  Commissioners,  already  distributed.)

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  on  Art.  41,  in  the  Matter 
of  the  Claim  of  John  Smith  for  Compensation 
for  Land, 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swa7npscott : 

We  are  in  receipt  of  notice  of  the  vote  requesting  us  to  report 
at  an  adjourned  meeting  how  many  feet  of  land  of  John  Smith 
have  been  taken,  and  who  we  have  paid  for  each  and  every  foot 
of  the  same. 

As  the  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  payment  for  this  land 
practically  went  out  of  our  hands  when  the  award  we  made  to 
Captain  Smith  was  refused ;  and  as  the  proceedings  from  that 
time  forward  have  been  wholly  before  the  courts,  we  have 
deemed  it  wise  to  call  upon  counsel  for  the  Town  to  make  a  full 
report  in  relation  to  the  controversy  between  Captain  Smith  and 
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the  Town,  and  we  believe  the  information  desired  by  the  Town 
may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel,  which  we 
incorperate  in  our  report,  and  which  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Swamfscott : 

We  hereby  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  copy  of  the  vote 
passed  by  the  Town,  as  certified  by  the  Town  Clerk,  by  which 
vote  you  are  requested  "  to  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting  how 
many  feet  of  land  of  John  Smith  you  have  taken,  and  who  you 
have  paid  for  each  and  every  foot."  In  answer  to  your  request 
for  information  upon  this  point,  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the 
taking  of  land  for  Blaney's  Beach,  which  may  be  found  upon 
pages  56,  57  and  58  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  for  the  year,  ending  February  27,  1897. 

You  are  aware  that  the  taking  of  land  must  be  of  record. 
Neither  the  amount  of  land  taken  nor  the  boundaries  of  the  land 
depend  in  any  way  or  to  any  extent  upon  the  statements,  opin- 
ions or  testimony  of  witnesses,  so  it  would  be  useless  for  you  to 
hear  testimony.  The  Park  Commissioners  took,  as  you  will  see 
by  said  report,  all  the  land  on  Blaney's  Beach  lying  between 
Humphrey  Street  and  extreme  low  water  mark ;  but  the  par- 
ticular part  of  the  land  so  taken,  which  the  Park  Commissioners 
adjudged  to  belong  to  Captain  Smith,  is  clearly  defined  upon  the 
plan  drawn  by  C.  W.  Gay,  Civil  Engineer,  dated  May  29,  1895, 
which  plan  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Park  Commissioners, 
and  a  copy  thereof  was,  and  doubtless  now  is,  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk.  By  that  plan  you  will  plainly  see  that  the 
part  of  the  land  taken,  which  they  accredited  to  John  Smith,  is 
given  as  529  square  feet,  and  no  more.  On  this  basis,  the  Park 
Commissioners  made  their  award  of  damages  to  Captain  Smith, 
and  on  the  29th  day  of  March,  1897,  Captain  Smith  caused  to 
be  prepared  by  his  attorney  and  shortly  after  said  date  filed  in 
the  Supreme  Court  a  petition  in  which  he  plainly  set  forth  the 
same  boundaries  given  by  the  Park  Commissioners,  and  stated 
the  amount  of  land  which  he  claimed  to  own  as  529  square  feet. 

The  case  after  that  came  on  for  trial  in  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  jury  were  taken,  at  the  request  of  the  attorney  for  Captain 
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Smith,  to  view  the  land  taken,  and  it  was  pointed  out  to  them. 
Tiie  case  was  upon  trial  for  several  days,  and  the  jury  returned 
their  verdict,  awarding  damages  for  all  the  land  which  Captain 
Smith  claimed  to  have  owned. 

A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  by  Captain  Smith  and 
argued,  and  another  trial  refused.  He  then  filed  a  bill  of  ex- 
ceptions to  rulings  of  the  Judge,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the 
case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  these  exceptions  were  overruled. 
He  then  made  application  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  have 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  Park  Commissioners  declared  null  and 
void,  and  after  most  lengthy  and  expensive  litigation  in  the 
Supreme  Court  that  Court  sustained  the  action  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, and  refused  to  entertain  the  complaint  of  Captain 
Smith. 

You  will  perceive  the  great  injur}'  which  would  have  resulted 
to  the  Town  if  Captain  Smith  had  prevailed  in  this  connection, 
as,  if  the  Court  had  sustained  the  claim  of  Captain  Smith,  all  the 
doings  of  the  Park  Commissioners  as  to  all  the  land  taken  would 
have  been  by  the  same  decree  found  to  be  void,  and  the  Town 
would  have  been  left  without  a  park. 

After  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Captain  Smith  took 
execution  for  the  amount  awarded  by  the  jury,  placed  it  in  the 
hands  of  Deputy  Sheriff  Merritt,  and  the  same  was  paid  in  full 
to  the  Deputy  Sheriff. 

So  you  may  answer  that  the  amount  of  land  belonging  to  John 
Smith,  which  was  taken  by  the  Park  Commissioners  was  529 
square  feet ;  that  for  each  and  every  foot  of  land  so  taken,  John 
Smith  has  been  paid  the  amount  awarded  for  the  same  by  the  jury 
upon  the  petition  of  the  said  Smith  for  the  assessment  of  damages 
by  said  jury.  In  other  words,  Captain  Smith  asked  that  the  jury 
assess  his  damages,  the  Town  assented,  the  jury  did  assess  his 
damages,  and  the  amount  of  such  assessment  has  been  fully  paid. 
We  ought,  also,  to  add  that  from  the  day  the  land  was  taken 
down  to  the  time  the  execution  was  paid  there  had  never  been  an 
intimation  in  court  or  out  of  court,  so  far  as  we  ever  heard,  that 
the  amount  of  land  claimed  by  Captain  vSmith  was  more  than  529 
feet. 
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Within  a  very  few  days  after  the  execution  was  paid,  Captain 
Smith  having  collected  payment  for  all  the  land  he  then  claimed 
to  own,  summoned  the  Town  before  the  Superior  Court  in  Bos- 
ton on  an  application  for  leave  to  amend  his  proceedings  so  that 
instead  of  claiming  529  square  feet,  as  he  had  always  previously 
done,  he  would,  if  said  amendment  were  allowed,  be  entitled  to 
compensation  for  5,389  square  feet.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
add  that  the  Court  promptly  refused  to  allow  this  amendment. 

We  have  recited  at  length  the  course  of  proceedings  in  this 
case,  so  that  you  may  realize  the  immense  cost  and  expense  to 
which  Captain  Smith  subjected  the  tax  payers  of  the  Town  before 
he  ever  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  voters.  He 
resorted  to  every  means  known  to  the  law  to  compel  the  Town  to 
pay  a  higher  price  for  the  land  he  claimed  without  even  a  sug- 
gestion that  he  owned  to  low  water  mark,  or  any  other  land  than 
the  529  feet,  and  these  529  feet,  it  will  be  remembered,  he  never 
bought  or  paid  for. 

Not  being  satisfied  with  having  exhausted  every  possible  legal 
action  in  the  courts  as  to  the  land  and  building,  he  has  now 
brought  an  action  for  $1,500  in  the  Superior  Court  against 
George  A.  Jackson,  Edward  H.  Kitfield,  Robert  B.  Wardwell 
and  Benjamin  Potter,  who  at  different  times  have  been  park 
commissioners,  seeking  to  recover  damages  of  them  for  the 
personal  property  which  was  removed  from  the  Smith  building, 
after  repeated  notices  to  him  to  remove  it. 

This  action  against  the  Park  Commissioners  he  commenced 
since  the  Town  meeting  at  which  the  matter  was  referred  to  you. 
He  has  also  since  that  meeting,  namely,  on  the  17th  day  of 
April,  filed  an  application  in  the  Superior  Court  to  have  his  case 
reopened,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  prove  that  he 
owned  the  land  not  only  where  his  building  stood,  but  to  low 
water  mark.  It  will  be  remembered  that  a  motion  to  this  same 
effect  was  heretofore  made  in  the  Superior  Court  and  overruled. 

While  Captain  Smith  has  been  and  is  still  putting  the  Town 
to  all  the  cost  and  expense  it  is  in  his  power  to  make,  and  while 
the  court  has  adjudged  every  application  he  has  made  so  far 
since  the  verdict  was  rendered  to  be  for  relief  to  which  he  was 
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not  entitled,  we  do  not  see  why  the  voters  should  withdraw  these 
proceedings  from  the  court  into  which  he  persists  in  carrying 
them  for  the  purpose  of  reversing  or  modifying,  even  if  they  had 
power  to  do  so,  the  decisions  of  the  court.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  on  the  Matter  of  Art.  42. 
In  the  Matter  of  the  Claim  of  the  Stone  Heirs  for 
Compensation  for  Land. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

We  are  in  receipt  of  notice  of  the  vote  that  the  matter  of  claim 
for  compensation  by  the  Stone  heirs  for  land  taken  for  park  pur- 
poses by  your  Board  be  referred  to  us. 

Upon  inquiry  as  to  the  facts  in  this  case,  we  find  that  the  heirs 
of  the  Stone  estate,  in  April,  1897,  applied  to  the  Superior  Court 
to  have  their  damages  determined  by  a  jury ;  that  upon  this 
petition,  after  a  long  trial  before  a  jury,  a  verdict  was  rendered 
for  $4,278.80 ;  that  afterwards  a  motion  was  made  to  have  the 
verdict  set  aside,  and  the  Court  refused  to  set  it  aside.  A  bill  of 
exceptions,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  was  next  filed,  and  the  exceptions  were  disallowed.  An 
application  to  the  Supreme  Court  to  remove  the  case  to  that 
Court  was  then  filed,  and  in  November  last  this  proceeding  was 
withdrawn. 
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Judgment  was  entered  upon  the  verdict  of  the  jury  July  4, 
1898,  and  that  judgment  is  still  in  force.  The  record  of  the 
Court  shows  that  this  judgment  was  for  compensation  for  all  the 
land  of  the  Stone  heirs  between  Humphrey  street  and  low  water 
mark. 

We  are  advised  by  counsel  for  the  Town  that  when  the  Park 
Commissioners  made  their  award,  and  an  appeal,  so  to  speak, 
therefrom  was  taken  to  the  Superior  Court,  their  jurisdiction  and 
power  over  the  matter  of  land  damages  was  absolutely  exhausted. 

We  are  further  advised  that  no  vote  of  the  Town  can  give  us 
further  Jurisdiction  over  this  matter,  and  that  any  vote  or  further 
award  by  the  Park  Commissioners  would  be  absolutely  void,  and 
that  any  vote  of  the  Town  to  add  anything  to  the  verdict  of  the 
jury  would  also  be  null  and  void. 

Seeing  then  that  the  matter  has  been  absolutely  removed  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commissioners  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Court,  and  that  no  action  of  ours,  however  favorable  to  the 
petitioners,  could  avail  them  anything,  we  have  deemed  it  inad- 
visable to  engage  in  any  further  hearing  of  facts,  especially  as 
the  Park  Commissioners,  since  the  trial  in  the  Superior  Court, 
granted  to  the  Stone  heirs,  through  their  counsel,  the  Hon.  Frank 
D.  Allen,  a  full  hearing  and  found  themselves  unable  to  do  any- 
thing for  the  relief  of  the  petitioners.

Records  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Art.  12.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  whom  was  granted 
further  time  at  the  last  meeting,  in  which  to  obtain  the  opinion 
of  the  Town  Counsel  on  the  subject  embraced  in  this  Article, 
submitted  the  following : 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Swatnpscott : 

As  to  Article  12  of  the  Warrant  for  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
we  understand  that  by  vote  of  the  Town  an  appropriation  was 
made  of  $1,500  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  fire  engine  ;  that 
a  contract  was  made  for  repairs  to  that  amount ;  that  afterward, 
by  authority  of  the  engineers,  without  a  vote  of  the  Town  author- 
izing such  action,  repairs  to  the  amount  of  $1,850  were  made; 
and  that  a  bill  for  $1,850  and  freights  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Engineers. 

The  authorities  of  the  Town,  knowing  that  these  repairs  had 
been  made  and  the  amount  of  the  repairs,  directed  the  shipment 
of  the  engine  to  Swampscott,  and  the  Town  is  now  in  possession 
of  the  engine,  together  with  all  the  repairs  for  which  the  Ameri- 
can Fire  Engine  Company  now  seeks  compensation. 

As  a  general  rule,  agents  of  the  Town  acting  under  a  special 
appropriation  for  a  special  purpose,  are  not  authorized  to  exceed 
that  appropriation,  but  in  this  case,  the  Board  of  Engineers  had 
authority  without  a  vote  of  the  Town  to  contract  for  repairs  dur- 
ing the  year  to  the  amount  of  $100.  We  suppose  the  freight, 
also,  is  a  legitimate  charge.  At  any  rate,  without  the  payment 
of  that  the  fire  engine  could  not  and  would  not  have  been  returned 
to  the  Town. 

A  lawsuit,  we  are  informed,  is  inevitable  unless  the  matter  is 
adjusted.  Considering  the  fact  (and  we  assume  it  is  a  fact)  that 
a  lawsuit  will  result  from  a  refusal  to  pay  or  compromise  the  bill 
and  the  unavoidable  cost  of  such  lawsuit,  taken  together  with  the 
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fact  that  the  Town  has  the  repairs  and  is  not  in  a  position  where 
it  is  possible  to  reinstate  the  American  Fire  Engine  Company,  or 
to  return  to  them  their  property,  or  place  them  in  statu  quo^  we 
do  not  feel  justified  in  recommending,  and  we  do  not  recommend, 
the  Town  to  go  into  litigation  over  the  payment  of  this  bill.  We 
do  think,  under  the  circumstances,  that  some  fair  compromise 
ought  to  be  effected ;  and  if  the  authority  should  be  given  your 
Board  to  make  any  settlement  of  the  matter  that  might  to  your 
Board  seem  just,  we  should  hope  that  an  adjustment  might  be 
effected  which  would  be  far  better  and  less  expensive  than  a  law- 
suit both  to  the  Town  and  to  the  manufacturers. 

If  the  matter  is  referred  to  your  Board,  it  certainly  should  be 
with  authority  to  pay  the  full  bill  or  such  part  thereof  as  the 
Board  on  full  consideration  of  the  whole  matter  might  deem 
expedient.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swaftipscott : 

In  regard  to  the  drainage  of  Norfolk  and  Stetson  Avenues,  as 
referred  to  in  the  Selectmen's  report,  which  your  Board  of  Select- 
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men  were  instructed  to  investigate  and  report  the  most  feasible 
plan  of  disposing  of  surface  water  at  this  point,  we  have  expected 
some  co-operation  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Stetson  Land  Com- 
pany, and  have  been  unable  up  to  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  to 
talk  the  matter  over  with  said  Trustees.  We  have  since,  however, 
met  these  gentlemen  and  agreed  upon  a  plan  which  seemed  to  all 
concerned  to  be  most  advisable,  to  wit : 

To  lay  a  34-inch  drain  pipe  from  the  junction  of  Norfolk 
Avenue  and  Paradise  Road  to  the  large  culvert  at  Burrill  Street. 
The  estimated  cost  for  this  was  estimated  at  $1,200.  This  plan 
is  strongly  recommended  by  C.  W.  Gay,  Engineer,  who  believes 
that  this  whole  matter  may  be  remedied  by  enlarging- the  outlet. 
As  soon,  however,  as  this  plan  was  agreed  upon,  we  received 
the  following  protest : 

SwAMPScoTT,  May  i,  1899. 
7 0  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

-  Gentlemen, —  We  the  undersigned,  owners  of  property  on 
line  of  brook  below  Burrill  Street  culvert,  respectfully  protest 
against  the  tapping  of  said  culvert  for  purposes  called  for  in 
Article  33  of  the  Town  Warrant.  Our  reason  for  protest  is,  that 
the  gathering  together  of  a  large  body  of  water  by  catch-basins 
and  pipes  on  the  Stetson  estate  and  dumping  the  same  in  a 
volume  through  a  large  pipe  at  Burrill  Street  culvert  is  a  very 
unnatural  way  for  the  water  to  reach  the  sea,  and  will  greatly 
damage  our  property  and  cause  us  great  inconvenience.

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The  protest  was  referred  to  our  counsel  for  an  opinion,  whose 
reply  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Select7nen  of  the  Toivn  of  Swampscott : 

We  are  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  Selectmen 
under  Article  33  of  the  Town  Warrant  have  authority  to  lay  a 
24-inch  pipe,  2,150  feet  in  length,  discharging  into  a  large  culvert 
under  Burrill  Street.  We  infer  from  the  form  of  your  inquiry, 
and  from  the  remonstrance,  that  the  water  thus  discharged  would 
pass  through  a  natural  watercourse  into  the  sea.  Under  Chapter 
50  of  the  Public  Statutes,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  have  the 
power  to  lay,  make,  and  maintain  main  drains  and  common 
sewers  not  only  through  public  streets,  but  through  any  private 
lands,  and  for  this  purpose  land  may  be  taken  as  for  highways. 

The  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  proposed  plan  results  from 
the  discharge  of  these  waters  into  a  natural  watercourse.  All 
the  owners  of  real  estate  bordering  upon  this  brook,  and  all  per- 
sons having  rights  therein,  or  in  the  waters  that  flow  through 
this  part  of  the  brook,  have  a  right  to  demand  that  the  water  shall 
flow  in  its  natural  volume  and  course.  Even,  if  most  of  the 
water  that  it  is  proposed  to  gather  up  and  conduct  through  this 
24-inch  pipe  would  naturally  flow  into  and  through  that  brook, 
we  presume  that  the  flow  would  be  greatly  accelerated,  and 
the  volume  of  water  passing  into  the  brook  at  Burrill  Street,  on 
the  occasion  of  any  great  rainfall  or  thawing  of  snow,  would  be 
greatly  increased.  If  that  is  so,  all  parties  injured  thereby  would 
have  a  right  to  recover  the  damage  they  sustained  of  the  Town, 
and  this  might  involve  the  Town  in  damages  at  any  time  when 
an  unusual  and  excessive  flow  of  water  occurred.  Besides  this, 
if  the  result  that  the  remonstrants  claim  would  follow  the  open- 
ing of  this  pipe  into  the  brook,  did  actually  follow,  the  parties 
injured,  and  perhaps  any  one  of  them,  might  obtain  an  injunction 
to  restrain  the  improper  use  of  this  brook. 

We  pass  no  opinion  as  to  whether  any  such  danger  would  arise 
or  not.  We  merely  deal  with  the  abstract  question  raised  by 
your  inquiry,  and  by  the  remonstrants,  and  considering  the  same, 
we  think  that  the  Town,  before  seriously  interfering  with  the  flow

of  water  in  this  brook,  should  have  legislative  authority  therefor. 
But  even  legislative  authority  would  not  relieve  the  Town  from 
liability  to  pay  damage  to  any  party  injured  by  the  interfence  of 
the  Town  with  the  natural  flow  of  water  in  the  brook  in  the 
manner  before  described. 

If  the  improvement  proposed  can  be  made  without  so  precipi- 
tating waters  into  that  brook  as  to  cause  the  damage  to  riparian 
owners,  then  it  is  certainly  lawful  for  the  Selectmen  to  lay  out 
and  construct  this  drain,  and  to  conduct  the  waters  through  the 
brook  into  the  sea.

In  view  of  the  preceding  facts,  the  Board  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  best  way  to  remedy  this  matter  is  to  lay  a  24-inch  pipe 
from  Norfolk  Avenue  and  Paradise  Road  to  the  brook  at  the  south- 
easterly side  of  New  Ocean  Street  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,600. 
We  recommend  this  method  if  the  Town  wishes  to  do  anything 
in  the  matter  without  the  co-operation  of  the  Stetson  Land  Co., 
which  at  present  we  have  no  assurance  of. 

In  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  Stetson  Avenue,  we  cannot  rec- 
ommend this  until  the  surface  water  at  this  locality  is  dis- 
posed of.

James  H.  Sisk,  Esq.,  of  the  Stetson  Land  Company,  being

of  18  Yes,  to  24  No,  rejected  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  on  this 
subject. 
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Art.  34.  Report  of  the  Selectmen  in  relation  to  Atlantic 
Avenue.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swainpscott : 

Your  Selectmen  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  last  year  which  relates  to 
surface  water,  beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Town  that  they  have 
viewed  the  premises  and  find  that  at  the  estate  of  A.  F.  Estabrook 
on  Atlantic  Avenue  a  remedy  can  be  had  by  laying  a  12-inch 
drain  pipe  through  the  property  on  the  southerly  side  of  Atlantic 
Avenue  a  distance  of  200  feet  and  connecting  both  catch-basins 
already  at  this  point  with  a  lo-inch  drain  pipe,  we  believe  this 
would  be  a  satisfactory  solution  of  this  problem  and  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) .

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Committee  on 
Sewerage  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
in  the  last  preceding  article,  or  what  authority  it  will  give  to  said 
Committee  in  the  premises. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  a  petition  to  be 
presented  to  the  Legislature  for  all  legislation  that  may  be  requi- 
site to  the  construction  of  a  system  of  sewerage  in  the  Town, 
and  to  enable  the  Town  to  provide  such  sum  of  money  as  may 
be  needed  therefor,  or  to  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
relation  to  the  matter. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  cause  to  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  in  March  next,  three 
persons  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  one  of 
whom  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  to  annually 
choose  one  each  year  thereafter  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  and  confirm  the  acts 
of  the  Sewerage  Committee  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  securing 
for  the  Town  a  system  of  Sewerage. 

Art.  II.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners  relative  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  King's  Beach  Reservation  from  the  Metropoli- 
tan Park  Commissioners. 
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Art.  12.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Selectmen 
laying  out  Palmer  Avenue. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  attested 
copies  thereof  at  the  Tow^n  Hall,  Depot,  Post  Office  and  three 
other  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  the  Tov^n,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.

Art.  3.    Report  of  the  Sewerage  Committee. 

This  report,  together  with  the  report  and  estimates  of  the 
engineer  in  charge,  has  been  published  by  the  committee  and  is 
already  before  the  Town. 

Voted,  That  the  report  of  the  Sewerage  Committee  be 
accepted. 

Art.  3.  Voted,  To  accept  the  provisions  of  Chap.  50  of  the 
Public  Statutes  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  amendments  thereof, 
as  applied  to  towns. . 

Art.  4.  Voted,  That  the  provisions  of  the  first  seven  sec- 
tions of  Chap.  345,  Acts  of  the  year  1893,  be  accepted  and 
adojDted. 

Art.  5.  Voted,  That  the  Town  of  Swampscott  hereby 
adopts  the  system  of  sewerage  heretofore  designed  for  the  Town 
by  Rudolph  Herring,  as  modified  by  the  report  of  Engineer 
Fuller,  the  same  being  known  as  Project  No.  3  and  more  fully 
set  forth,  defined,  and  explained  in  drawings  and  specifications 
submitted  by  ^aid  Herring  in  February,  1891,  and  now  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Town. 

Art.  6.  Voted  unanimously.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  Committee 
on  Sewerage  in  defraying  the  cost  of  making  further  experiments 
and  surveys ;  for  the  preparation  of  further  plans,  drawings,  and 
specifications ;  and  to  defray  any  expenses  incident  to  securing 
the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  such  system  of 
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sewerage  and  the  license  of  the  Land  and  Harbor  Commissioners 
for  the  construction  of  such  part  of  said  sewer  as  may  be  in  tide- 
waters. 

Voted,  That  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  be  instructed  to  pre- 
pare not  less  than  i,ooo  copies  of  their  report  for  distribution 
not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  annual  March  meeting  in 
1900.' 

Art.  7.  Voted,  That  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  is  hereby 
authorized  to  use  and  expend  the  one  thousand  dollars  specified 
in  Art.  6,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  for  the  purpose 
set  forth  in  said  article,  and  said  Committee  is  also  authorized,  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town,  to  take  whatever  action  may 
be  necessary  to  procure  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  the  system  of  sewerage  specified  in  Art.  5,  and  to  obtain  the 
license  of  the  Land  and  Harbor  Commissioners  for  the  construc- 
tion of  such  part  of  said  system  as  may  be  in  tide- waters. 

Art.  8.  Voted,  That  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  is  hereby 
authorized  to  present,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town,  a 
petition  to  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  any  and  all  legislation  that  may  be  found  necessary 
or  deemed  expedient  to  enable  the  Town  to  construct  and  main- 
tain said  system  of  sewerage,  and  to  provide  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  the  same. 

Art.  9.  Voted  unanimously,  That  in  addition  to  the  officers 
now  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  Town, 
there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1900,  three  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall  serve  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  and  there  shall  be  chosen  annually  thereafter  one 
who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Voted,  That  Art.  10  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

Art.  II.  Voted,  as  moved  by  George  A.  Jackson,  That  the 
Town  approve  the  action  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  as  reported 
at  the  March  meeting,  in  not  accepting  the  transfer  of  King's 
Beach,  under  the  conditions  named  in  the  indenture  proposed  by 
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the  Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners,  said  conditions  seeming 
to  conflict  with  rights  granted  to  the  Town  by  the  General  Court 
(act  approved  Feb.  15,  1896),  and  with  the  understanding  be- 
tween the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  Town  and  the  Metropoli- 
tan Park  Commissioners  when  the  clearing  of  the  beaches  was 
agreed  upon. 

Art.  12.  Voted,  To  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  laying  out  of  Palmer  Avenue. 

Voted,  At  10.04  dissolve  the  meeting.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen 

1899-1900. 


As  the  years  roll  on  and  we  approach  the  beginning  of  the 
twentieth  century  it  is  apparent  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  our  Town  that  we  are  making  rapid 
strides  in  the  direction  of  increased  and  valuable  population,  with 
all  the  modern  ideas  attendant  thereto.  In  place  of  a  few 
thousand  dollars  of  appropriation  with  which  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  Town,  we  are  called  upon  to  appropriate  nearly  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars  annually  for  the  various  departments  of 
our  municipality.  It  is  quite  necessary  that  we  should  be 
economical  as  well  as  up-to-date  in  all  things  if  we  wish  to  be 
attractive  as  a  residential  district,  lying  near  and  within  easy 
access  to  the  capital  city,  which  is  the  pride  of  our  Common- 
wealth. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  briefly,  under  the  various  head- 
ings, to  the  several  improvements  which  have  come  to  the 
attention  of  the^  Board  this  year,  also  to  those  under  contemplation 
in  the  year  to  come. 

Essex  Street. 

In  July  we  received  a  petition  for  the  removal  of  car  tracks  on 
Essex  Street  from  the  side  to  the  middle  of  the  road.  Hearings 
were  held,  with  the  result  that  not  one  voice  of  opposition  was 
heard.  The  Lynn  and  Boston  Railroad  were  granted  a  new 
location  in  the  centre  of  proposed  new  lines.  The  County 
Commissioners  were  interviewed  on  the  subject  of  straightening 
the  lines  of  Essex  Street,  a  matter  which  was  not  new  to  them, 
but  was  perhaps  brought  to  their  notice  more  forcibly  at  this  time 
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than  ever  before.  A  hearing  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  when 
all  the  abutters  on  that  thoroughfare  were  either  present  person- 
ally or  by  representation.  Subsequent  interviews  were  held  at 
various  times  at  Salem.  Finally,  on  Dec.  30,  the  Commis- 
sioners issued  their  decree  and  in  accordance  with  the  plan  filed, 
the  street  was  laid  out  on  new  lines  fifty  feet  wide  from  the 
overhead  bridge  to  a  point  just  beyond  the  cemetery,  and  from 
there  to  Salem  line  to  be  sixty  feet  in  width. 

The  County  will  pay  the  land  damages  only,  the  repairs  and 
regrading  is  to  be  done  by  the  Town.  We  recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,000  for  this  improvement. 

Cemetery. 

The  amount  recommended  and  appropriated  for  cemetery  im- 
provement was  early  expended  in  finishing  the  work  begun  last 
year.  On  the  completion  of  this  work  it  was  found  that  there 
were  only  six  available  lots.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  com- 
plete more  lots,  so  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars 
additional  was  asked  for  at  the  special  Town  meeting  held 
August  30.  This  amount  was  granted  and  expended  in  con- 
tinuing the  wall  to  the  limits  of  the  cemetery  on  Essex  street, 
building  fifteen  lots  on  the  line  of  the  wall  and  laying  out  an 
avenue.  This  work  was  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  Michael 
McDonough,  and  makes  a  much  needed  addition  to  the  available 
land  at  the  cemetery. 

The  Board  recommend  that  the  Town  land  be  securely  fenced 
at  the  rear  and  side  of  the  cemetery,  and  that  another  row  of 
lots  be  constructed  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  avenue  just  com- 
pleted, and  for  this  purpose  an  appropriation  of  five  hundred 
dollars  will  be  needed. 

Gravel  Pit. 

The  present  gravel  pit  is  no  longer  an  available  place  to  obtain, 
gravel  for  our  highways,  as  the  supply  is  exhausted.  Another 
supply  must  be  found  for  use  the  ensuing  year.  We  have  no 
place  in  view,  but  recommend  that  the  Town  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  this  matter,  and  report  at  the  first  adjourned 
meeting^ 
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The  large  amount  of  rock  which  is  to  be  obtained  from  the 
work  of  making  new  lots  in  the  cemetery  should  be  utilized  on 
the  highways.  We  suggest  that  the  stone  crusher  plant  be 
removed  from  its  present  location  and  set  up  at  the  cemetery, 
and  as  fast  as  the  rock  is  removed  it  can  be  crushed  and  made 
use  of. 

Atlantic  and  Beach  Bluff  Avenues. 

The  surface  water  which  collected  after  every  rain  near  the 
estate  of  A.  F.  Estabrook  to  the  great  annoyance  of  pedestrians, 
as  well  as  the  driving  public  for  several  years,  has  been  well 
taken  care  of,  a  new  catch-basin  was  constructed  about  one 
hundred  feet  from  the  one  already  near  that  spot,  and  the  two 
connected  with  a  drain  pipe,  which,  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Maria  L.  Phillips  estate,  was  allowed  to  run 
through  their  land  and  discharge  at  a  point  about  two  hundred 
feet  from  the  road. 

At  Beach  Bluff  Avenue  no  satisfactory  solution  was  reached 
prior  to  the  adjourned  meeting,  and  for  that  reason  no  appropri- 
ation was  made.  Late  in  the  season,  however,  the  matter  came 
up  again,  and  it  was  decided  that  if  the  grade  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
near  the  corner  of  Beach  Bluff  Avenue  could  be  raised  and  a 
paved  gutter  constructed,  that  the  wash  of  Atlantic  Avenue 
which  caused  this  trouble  could  be  carried  around  into  Beach 
Bluff  Avenue  to  the  culvert  there,  and  from  that  point  pass  off 
on  to  the  beach.  This  was  done  and  so  far  has  proved  satis- 
factory. 

New  Streets. 

We  believe  it  should  be  the  policy  of  the  Town  to  accept 
streets  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  The  present  board  has 
declined  to  consider  petitions  where  it  was  not  possible  to  have 
on  file  a  waiver  signed  by  each  and  every  property  owner  on  any 
street  which  we  were  petitioned  to  lay  out  as  a  Town  way.  The 
reason  for  this  position  is  obvious  when  it  is  understood  that  there 
is  considerable  expense  attendant  upon  the  laying  out  and  accept- 
ing of  private  ways  as  town  thoroughfare  to  be  hereafter  main- 
tained by  the  Town. 
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The  streets  accepted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  have  all  been 
satisfactorily  constructed  with  the  exception  of  Pleasant  Street. 
At  this  point  we  were  misled  in  the  amount  appropriated  for  the 
work,  proving  insufficient  on  account  of  the  rocky  nature  of  the 
place.  The  blasting  was  much  in  excess  of  the  amount  estimated 
by  the  engineer.  We  recommend  at  this  point  that  suitable  rail 
fences  be  constructed,  as  there  is  danger  of  accident  without  them. 

We  have  laid  out  three  streets  this  year — Palmer  Avenue,  which 
was  accepted  at  a  special  meeting  in  August  and  was  already 
built,  also  Shaw  Road  and  a  portion  of  Elmwood  Road  which 
are  brought  to  your  notice  through  articles  in  the  Warrant. 

Norfolk  Avenue  Drain. 

The  laying  of  the  twenty-four  inch  drain  from  the  junction  of 
Norfolk  Avenue  and  Paradise  Road  to  the  brook  at  New  Ocean 
Street,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  drain  Stetson  Avenue,  was 
carried  through  under  the  supervision  of  Engineer  Eastman  and 
M.  J.  Ryan,  Surveyor  of  Highways.  This  work  was  not  let  out 
to  contractors,  because  it  was  believed  that  it  could  be  as  satis- 
factorily carried  out  by  and  under  the  direction  of  our  towns- 
people. The  work  was  well  done  but  the  results  looked  for  were 
not  obtained.  With  severe  rains  the  pipe  from  Stetson  Avenue 
to  Paradise  Road  is  not  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  off  the  water. 
We  recommend  that  the  twenty-four  inch  drain  be  continued  to 
Stetson  Avenue,  and  that  at  the  outlet  the  pipe  be  extended  a 
distance  of  about  one  hundred  feet. 

State  Highway. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Board  we  were 
instructed  to  petition  the  State  Highway  Commission,  praying 
that  the  portion  of  the  State  Highway  known  as  Paradise  Road 
be  completed  as  soon  as  possible.  This  petition  was  sent  and 
notice  was  returned  at  once  stating  that  no  hearings  would  be 
held  until  after  September. 

At  the  Court  House  in  Salem  a  hearing  was  held  by  the  State 
Highway  Commission  on  Dec.  i,  1899,  which  was  well  attended 
by  citizens  of  the  Town,  who  one  and  all  expressed  the  opinion 
that  public  necessity  demanded  that  this  work  be  completed 
without  further  delay.    A  meeting  was  planned  between  the 
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Selectmen  and  the  State  Commissioners,  which  up  to  present 
time  has  not  taken  place.  However,  we  have  good  reason  for 
believing  that  this  work  will  be  completed  in  the  very  near 
future  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swainpscott : 

The  closing  year  reminds  us  of  our  duty  to  our  fellow-towns- 
men in  presenting  our  Annual  Report,  which  contains  a  full 
account  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  educational  interests  of 
of  our  community. 

High  School. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  satisfactory  condition  of  affairs  at 
the  High  School. 

Our  enrollment  at  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term  of  '98 
was  69 ;  at  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  term  of  '99  it  num- 
bered 79,  a  gain  of  10. 

This  increase  with  changes  in  our  course  of  study  (of  which 
we  speak  later)  obliged  us  to  add  another  assistant  to  our  excel- 
lent corps  of  teachers.  Mr.  Charles  A.  Bean,  of  Hudson,  received 
this  appointment. 

Mr.  Bean  graduated  from  Tufts  College  with  honors.  Is  a 
young  man  of  excellent  character  and  ability,  and  was  highly 
recommended  by  the  president  and  faculty  of  his  college.  We 
are  pleased  to  say  that  he  is  doing  good  and  faithful  work.  We 
have  also  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  many  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  added  (as  far  as  our  appropriation  would  permit)  sten- 
ography and  typewriting  to  our  course  of  study. 

Our  High  School  to-day  certainly  meets  every  requirement  of 
the  Statute  for  a  first-class  High  School. 
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Grammar  Schools. 

The  work  in  our  grammar  grades  shows  plainly  what  can  be 
done  by  retaining  competent  teachers.  The  following  is  the 
record :  One  has  taught  four  years,  three  six  years,  two  twelve 
years,  and  one  twenty  years.  We  look  upon  these  grades  as 
model  schools,  and  assure  parents  that  their  children  are  not  only 
receiving  an  education,  but  are  also  being  taught  the  importance 
of  a  strong  and  sterling  character.  We  feel  sure  that  these  teach- 
ers are  appreciated  by  the  parents  as  well  as  by  the  School 
Board. 

We  were  obliged,  as  suggested  last  year,  to  open  another 
fourth  grade,  and  take  the  room  in  the  Redington  Street  building 
formerly  occupied  by  the  "  Good  Templars." 

We  promoted  Miss  Mabel  F.  Verry,  of  the  Pine  Street  School, 
to  be  teacher  of  this  grade,  also  principal  of  the  Redington  Street 
building.  Miss  Verry  has  proved  herself  equal  to  the  situation 
and  a  great  help  in  maintaining  order  in  the  school  grounds.  , 

Primary  Grades. 

The  teachers  of  the  primary  grades  are  doing  faithful  and  con- 
scientious work,  and  are  mindful  of  the  great  responsibility  which 
rests  upon  them.  The  whole  foundation  is  laid  in  these  schools, 
and  the  future  of  our  boys  and  girls  depends  largely  upon  the 
instruction  and  training  received  here.  It  is  our  intention  to 
employ  only  the  most  competent  teachers  in  this  department. 
When  the  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Pine  Street  Primary,  by  the 
promotion  of  Miss  Verry,  we  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  secur- 
ing an  experienced  and  competent  teacher  to  fill  the  position. 
We  finally  selected  Miss  Caro  Graydon,  who  had  taught  with 
success  in  the  Milford,  N.  H.,  schools,  and  came  highly  recom- 
mended. We  are  pleased  to  state  that  she  has  filled  the  position 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

Employment  of  Teachers. 

An  impression  has  gone  abroad  to  the  effect  that  the  School 
Committee  are  averse  to  employing  home  teachers.  We  wish  to 
correct  this  wrong  impression,  and  to  state  emphatically  that  it 
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has  been,  and  now  is,  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  fill  all  vacancies 
with  home  teachers,  provided  we  have  any  at  the  time  who  are 
properly  qualified  by  actual  experience  or  a  course  in  normal 
school  or  college.  We  certainly  feel  that  we  would  not  be  per- 
forming our  duty  either  toward  parents  or  children  did  we  employ 
incompetent  teachers  simply  because  they  were  residents  of  our 
Town. 

Music  and  Drawing. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  progressed  during  the  past 
year  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  under  the  excellent  management  of 
Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Bill. 

Memorial  Day. 

The  Memorial  Day  exercises  were  held  in  Assembly  Hall. 
Rev.  Harold  Marshall  delivered  a  very  interesting  address.  The 
school  children  joined  in  the  exercises  with  recitations  and  sing- 
ing. Members  of  the  "  Grand  Army,"  with  parents  and  friends, 
were  present. 

Improvements  and  Repairs. 

Every  year  brings  its  usual  amount  of  improvements  and 
repairs,  and  it  takes  quite  a  sum  from  our  appropriation  to  keep 
our  school  buildings  and  grounds  in  good  condition. 

We  found  that  the  Redington  Street  building  and  vaults  needed 
thorough  renovation.  The  building  has  been  painted  and  white- 
washed inside.  Outside,  we  have  made  a  much-needed  improve- 
ment in  removing  the  entry  on  the  south  side,  which  greatly 
improves  the  light  and  prevents  the  cold  air  coming  directly 
upon  the  children.  We  carried  the  water  to  the  centre  of  the 
building,  where  it  is  protected  from  the  weather.  We  have  been 
obliged  to  thoroughly  repair  the  roof  and  rebuild  the  chimney. 

Have  cemented  the  vaults,  repaired  lattice  work,  pointed 
underpinning  and  wall.  In  fact,  have  about  made  over  the 
building.  Have  also  built  a  new  fence  around  the  Essex  Street 
school  grounds,  which  was  greatly  needed,  and  painted  the  fence 
at  Pine  Street.  At  the  Farm  School  we  have  put  in  water,  a 
much-needed  improvement,  and  greatly  appreciated  by  teacher 
and  scholars. 
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Change  of  Time  for  Children  who  are  to  Enter  the  Primary  Schools. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  change  the  time  from  March  to 
May  for  children  entering  the  primary  schools,  as  March  is 
usually  a  cold  and  stormy  month.  Your  committee  has  granted 
the  request,  feeling  that  this  was  a  good  and  sufficient  reason. 
Accordingly,  children  arriving  at  the  age  of  five  years,  and  can 
give  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  State  law  as  to  vaccination  has 
been  observed,  will  be  admitted  in  May  instead  of  March. 

The  Outlook. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  forecast  the  future  regarding  school 
matters.  The  growth  of  our  Town  has  been  so  rapid  the  past 
few  years  that  we  are  outgrowing  our  old  quarters  and  will  soon 
be  obliged  to  look  about  for  new  ones.  We  are  informed  by  our 
High  School  principal  that  another  fifth  grade  school  may  have  to 
be  opened  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term.  If  this  is  done 
it  will  be  necessary  to  occupy  the  room  in  the  Redington  Street 
building  now  used  by  the  "  Grand  Army." 

This  will  take  the  last  available  room  in  Town.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  we  erect  a  new  tv/o-room  High  School  building, 
and  have  it  occupied  exclusively  by  the  High  School  scholars. 
This  would  give  us  two  rooms  in  the  Phillips  School  building  for 
future  growth.  It  certainly  would  be  an  excellent  change  if  it 
could  be  carried  out. 

We  were  also  waited  upon  by  a  committee  of  citizens,  who 
recommended  that  two  rooms  be  added  to  the  Essex  Street  School- 
house.  This  certainly  will  be  the  most  economical  way  (when 
needed)  to  increase  the  school  accommodations  in  that  district. 
But  at  present  we  feel  that  the  conditions  do  not  warrant  it. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  present  primary 
school  accommodations  will  be  sufficient  for  at  least  another 
year. 

The  following  statistics  are  taken  from  the  report  of  President 
Elmer  H.  Capen,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Statistics. 

A  perusal  of  the  statistical  tables  accompanying  this  report,  or 
of  the  secretary's  summary,  is  fruitful  of  almost  endless  sugges- 
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tions.  In  this  way  we  may  get  some  conception,  however  faint 
and  indefinite,  of  the  enormous  extent  of  the  field  which  the 
educational  work  of  a  great  Commonwealth  covers,  the  vast 
outlay  which  the  people  with  marvellous  cheerfulness  are  making 
annually  for  the  maintenance  of  schools  of  every  grade,  of  the 
remarkable  development  that  has  been  obtained  both  in  the  degree 
and  the  quality  of  instruction,  and  of  the  immense  variety  which 
already  appears  in  subjects  and  courses  of  study. 

The  number  of  persons  that  fall  within  the  scope  of  public 
instruction  attest  that  the  State  is  small  only  in  area.  The  whole 
number  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  on  the  first  day  of 
May,  1S97,  ^^'^^  44^5352 — ^ri  increase  over  the  former  year  by 
9,965,  and  an  increase  since  the  report  of  1S90  of  71,236.  The 
whole  number  of  pupils  of  all  ages  in  the  public  schools  is 
456,141,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  16,774,  and  an  increase 
from  1890  of  84,649.  The  average  membership  of  pupils  in  all 
the  public  schools  during  the  past  year  is  378,770,  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  14,904,  and  an  increase  since  1890  of  75,246. 
The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  349,147,  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  14,202,  and  an  increase  of  since  1890 
of  75,237.  The  percentage  of  attendance,  based  on  the  average 
membership,  has  been  92,  having  risen  two  per  cent,  since  1890. 
These  pupils  are  distrtbuted  through  9,863  schools,  taking  a 
single  class-room  as  the  unit  of  computation,  or  4,616  if  the 
unit  selected  is  a  single  school  which  has  one  head  or  principal. 

Surely  this  is  a  vast  army  of  youth,  which,  through  a  mighty 
and  complicated  mechanism,  is  receiving  its  preparation  for  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  citizenship.  In  the  hearts  of  these 
children  lies  imbedded  the  Commonwealth  of  the  next  genera- 
tion. Upon  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  teachers,  their  fitness 
for  their  work  and  the  degree  of  their  conscientious  performance, 
depend  in  a  great  measure  the  character  and  quality  of  American 
manhood  and  womanhood,  upon  which  must  soon  devolve  the 
active  management  of  affairs,  domestic,  social  and  political.  Is 
it  at  all  wonderful  that,  in  view  of  these  facts,  the  wisest  of  our 
statesmen,  philosophers  and  educators  have  regarded  the  public 
school  as  the  corner-stone  of  the  republic?    Do  we  not  find  here, 
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also  the  key  to  that  readiness  with  which  the  people  have  sub- 
jected themselves  to  a  taxation  which  in  its  totality  is  stupendous? 

Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  some  of  the  elements  of  cost. 
The  whole  amount  returned  as  expended  upon  the  public  schools, 
including  repairs,  new  construction,  voluntary  contributions,  sur- 
plus revenue,  etc.,  is  $13,653,649.63.  This  is  equal  to  $30.93 
for  each  person  between  five  and  fifteen,  or  $36.04  for  each  child 
on  the  average  membership  of  the  public  schools. 

If  we  exclude  everything  relating  to  buildings  and  equipment, 
as  well  as  everything  from  other  sources  than  taxation,  we  still 
find  that  the  whole  amount  expended  for  wages  and  board  of 
teachers,  transportation  of  pupils,  fuel  and  care  of  fires  and  school- 
rooms, is  $8,292,320.12.  To  this  should  be  added,  for  books, 
stationery  and  school  supplies,  together  with  sundries,  which 
cannot  be  classified  otherwise,  $928,355.53  ;  also  the  expense  of 
supervision,  $333,131.99;  making  the  total  expended  from  the 
proceeds  of  taxation,  $9,553,807.64.  This  is  more  than  $25  per 
pupil  of  the  average  membership  in  all  the  public  schools  during 
the  year. 

Here  is  a  result  in  which  every  citizen  of  Massachusetts  may 
feel  a  just  pride.  It  is  significant  in  many  ways,  but  chiefly, 
perhaps,  as  showing  the  value  which  the  people  put  upon  educa- 
tional privileges.  This  view,  however,  furnishes  no  ground  for 
a  complacent  satisfaction  with  our  present  achievement,  but 
rather  it  is  the  highest  incentive  to  press  forward  towards  per- 
fection. Having  done  so  much,  we  ought  not  to  rest  contented 
until  we  have  brought  the  schools  to  the  highest  proficiency.

Each  pupil  is  required  to  take  all  the  "  Required  Studies  "  and 
as  many  hours  of  "  Elective  Studies"  as  will  make  fifteen  hours 
of  prepared  lessons  per  week.  Pupils  able  and  wishing  to  take 
more  than  fifteen  hours  per  week,  may  do  so  on  approval  of  the 
teachers. 

The  choice  of  electives  must  have  the  approval  of  the  teachers, 
and  no  class  will  be  made  in  any  study  unless  a  large  enough 
number  of  pupils  elect  it.  Each  foreign  language  is  to  be  studied 
at  least  two  years,  before  another  is  substituted. 

For  pupils  preparing  for  higher  schools  and  colleges,  such 
changes  in  the  course  of  study  as  are  necessary  may  be  made  to 
meet  the  requirements  for  admission  to  such  institutions. 

Declamations  and  compositions  are  required  of  all  pupils. 

The  standing  of  the  pupils  is  marked:  A  —  excellent,  B  — 
good,  C — passable,  D  —  unsatisfactory,  E  —  poor.  An  average 
of  C  is  required  for  promotion,  though  D  may  be  allowed  in  a 
single  study.    A  mark  of  E  in  any  study  prevents  promotion.

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  Swampscott  Schools. 


School  Session. 

Section  i  .  The  session  of  the  High  School  shall  begin  at 
8.45  and  close  at  1.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Grammar  grades  shall  begin  at 
8.45  and  close  at  11.30.  Afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  1.30 
and  close  at  3.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Primary  Schools  shall  begin  at 
8.45  and  close  at  11.45.  Afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  1.30 
and  close  at  3.30. 

Teachers. 

Sect.  2.  All  the  school  rooms  shall  be  opened,  and  the 
Principal  and  Teachers  shall  be  present  therein,  both  morning 
and  afternoon,  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for 
the  session  to  begin.  The  pupils  shall  be  in  their  seats,  and  the 
exercises  of  the  school  shall  commence  and  close  punctually  at 
the  prescribed  hours.  Every  pupil  entering  the  school  room 
after  the  hour  of  opening,  whether  bringing  an  excuse  or  not, 
shall  be  considered  tardy,  and  so  marked  in  the  register. 

Sect.  3.  The  morning  session  shall  commence  with  reading 
from  the  Bible  by  the  teachers,  and  any  other  devotional  exer- 
cises as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  4.  The  teachers  are  required  to  obey  faithfully  the 
following  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  instructors  of  youth  to  exert  their  best  endeavors  to  impress 
on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  committed  to  their  care  and 
instruction,  the  principles  of  piety  and  justice,  and  a  sacred  regard 
to  truth,  love  of  their  country,  humanity,  and  universal  benevo- 
lence, sobriety,  industry,  and  frugality,  chastity,  moderation,  and 
temperance,  and  those  other  virtues  which  are  the  ornament  of 
human  society,  and  the  basis  upon  which  a  republican  consti-

tution  is  founded ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to 
endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will 
admit,  into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above 
mentioned  virtues,  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  consti- 
tution, and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  w^ell  as  to  promote 
their  future  happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil 
tendency  of  the  opposite  vices."     (Pub.  Stat.  chap.  44,  sect.  15.) 

Sect.  5.  Teachers  shall  practice  such  discipline  in  their 
schools  as  would  be  exercised  by  a  judicious  parent  in  a  family, 
and  shall  avoid  corporal  punishment  in  all  cases  where  good 
order  can  be  preserved  by  milder  means ;  but  when  corporal 
punishment  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  it  may  be  resorted  to,  and 
a  record  thereof,  with  the  cause,  nature,  and  amount  of  punish- 
ment, shall  be  made  and  kept  for  examination. 

Sect.  6.  For  violent  opposition  or  open  rebellion,  the  teacher 
may  dismiss  the  pupil  from  school,  and  shall  then  immediately 
inform  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil,  and  on  the  same 
day  shall  apply  to  the  Committee  for  advice  and  direction. 

Sect.  7.  Teachers  may  have  one  day  in  each  term  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  schools,  and  teachers  desiring  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  State  and  County  Teachers'  Association  may 
dismiss  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  8.  When,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  cause,  a 
teacher  is  unable  to  be  at  school,  the  Committee  must  at  once  be 
notified,  that  a  substitute  may  be  provided. 

Sect.  9.  The  teacher  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms  are 
clean,  and  that  entries,  yards  and  out-buildings  are  kept  in  good 
condition ;  they  may  command  the  services  of  the  janitors  in 
executing  this  requirement.  They  shall  also  see  that  the  win- 
dows in  their  respective  school  rooms  and  entries  are  closed, 
and  the  doors  locked  at  the  close  of  the  exercises  for  each  day. 
Teachers  shall  make  such  rules  as  are  necessary  and  reasonable 
for  good  order  and  neatness  on  the  school  premises. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a  school  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  sale  of  any  article  whatever ;  nor 
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shall  teachers  allow  notices  to  be  given,  advertisements,  circulars 
or  other  printed  matter  to  be  distributed,  or  any  like  interference 
with  the  ordinary  and  regular  course  of  instruction  in  the  school. 

Pupils. 

Sect.  ii.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  into  any  of  the  public 
schools  without  a  permit ;  and  no  child  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
such  permit  until  satisfactory  evidence  be  given  that  the  State  law 
as  to  vaccination  has  been  observed. 

Sect.  12.  Children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Primary  Schools 
upon  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  that  they  are  qualified  to  go 
on  with  some  class  in  the  same ;  and  if  unable  to  read  shall  be 
admitted  not  later  than  four  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the 
Fall  and  Summer  terms. 

Sect.  13.  Every  pupil  shall  be  required  to  attend  school  as 
constantly  as  possible,  and  in  case  of  tardiness  or  absence  to  bring 
a  written  excuse  from  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian.  No  scholar 
shall  be  dismissed  during  school  hours  except  upon  presentation 
of  a  similar  request. 

Sect.  14.  No  scholar  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  school 
during  a  session,  or  before  dismissal  of  the  school,  except  on 
account  of  sickness  or  some  pressing  emergency,  of  which  the 
teacher  is  to  judge ;  and  a  written  or  personal  request  from  the 
parent  or  guardian  shall  be  required  where  the  necessity  is  not 
evident. 

Sect.  15.  Teachers  shall  require  scholars  to  pay  proper 
attention  to  personal  cleanliness. 

Sect.  16.  Any  pupil  who  is  guilty  of  marking,  cutting, 
defacing,  or  in  any  way  injuring  any  of  the  school-houses  or  the 
out-buildings,  or  the  trees  belonging  to  them,  shall  repair  the 
same,  or  be  amenable  to  the  law. 

Sect.  17.  All  pupils  are  strictly  forbidden  to  climb  on  any 
tree,  fence,  railing,  ladder,  etc.,  about  the  school-house,  or  to 
throw  stones,  snow-balls,  or  other  missiles,  about  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  school-house,  or  to  use  any  profane  or  indelicate 
language.

Sect.  18.  Any  pupil  misappropriating,  injuring  or  destroying 
any  of  the  textbooks  or  supplies  loaned  him  or  her  by  the  Town, 
shall  subject  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  to  payment  for  the 
article  so  misappropriated,  injured  or  destroyed. 

Sect.  19.  Reports  of  each  pupil's  work  in  all  grades  above 
Grade  II  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian ;  in  such  reports,  as  well  as  all  records  kept  by  the  teacher, 
ranking,  when  resorted  to,  shall  not  be  by  percentages,  but  as 
follows :  A  for  excellent,  B  for  good,  C  for  passable,  D  for 
poor,  and  E  for  bad. 

Janitors. 

Sect.  20.  The  duties  of  the  janitors  of  the  different  school- 
houses  shall  be  as  follows  :  To  sweep  and  carefully  dust  all  the 
rooms  twice  every  week,  airing  the  rooms  while  sweeping,  and 
keep  the  basement  clean  and  in  good  order  at  all  times ;  to  clean 
the  house,  washing  the  floors  thoroughly  three  times  each  year, 
viz.:  in  August,  December  and  April;  to  wash  all  windows 
twice  each  year,  in  August  and  April ;  to  wash  and  clean  the 
water-closets  as  often  as  necessary ;  to  shovel  the  snow  and  keep 
the  paths  safe  in  winter;  to  keep  the  doors  and  windows  closed 
and  locked  when  the  school  is  not  in  session  ;  to  report  forthwith 
to  the  teacher  and  committee  any  injuries  done  to  the  school- 
house,  out-buildings,  trees  or  fences ;  to  build  fires  when  needed, 
and  have  the  rooms  warm — 67^  to  70"^  F. — at  the  time  for  open- 
ing the  school,  and  to  give  proper  attention  when  required,  during 
the  day ;  to  take  general  care  and  superintendence  of  the  school- 
house  and  grounds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee.  No 
extra  payment  shall  be  allowed  for  any  of  the  above  duties. 

Storm  Signal. 

Sect.  21.  In  case  of  severe  storms  the  Lynn  "No  School" 
signal  is  adopted.  This  signal  is  22.  The  morning  signal  is 
rung  at  7.45  a.  m.  and  the  one  for  afternoon  at  12.45  p.  m. 
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Extracts  from  Public  Statutes  Relating  to  School 
Legislation. 


Chapter  498 — An  Act  in  Relation  to  the  Attefidance  of  Children  in 

Schools. 

Section  i.  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  between  the 
ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  yeai-s,  and  in  every  city  and  town  where 
opportunity  is  furnished,  in  connection  with  the  regular  work  of  the 
public  schools,  for  gratuitous  instruction  in  the  use  of  tools  or  in  manual 
training,  or  for  industrial  education  in  any  form,  a  child  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  fifteen  years,  shall  annually  cause  such  child  to  attend  some 
public  day  school  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides,  and  such 
attendance  shall  continue  for  at  least  thirty  weeks  of  the  school  year,  if 
the  schools  are  kept  open  for  that  length  of  time,  with  an  allowance  of 
two  weeks'  time  for  absences  not  excused  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  or  the  School  Committee.  Such  period  of  attendance  shall  begin 
within  the  first  month  of  the  fall  term  of  school,  and  for  each  five  days 
absence  of  any  such  child  thereafter,  in  excess  of  the  above  allowance, 
before  the  completion  of  the  required  annual  attendance  of  thirty  weeks, 
the  person  having  such  child  under  his  control,  shall,  upon  the  complaint 
of  the  School  Committee  or  any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the 
public  schools  of  such  city  or  town  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
but  if  such  child  has  attended  for  a  like  period  of  time  a  private  day 
school  approved  by  the  School  Committee  of  such  city  or  town,  or  if  such 
child  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a  like  period  of  time  in  the 
branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools, 
or  has  already  acquired  the  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  if  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is  such 
as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable,  such  penalties 
shall  not  be  incurred. 

Sect  2.  For  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  section,  School  Committees 
shall  approve  a  private  school  only  when  the  teaching  in  all  the  studies 
required  by  law  is  in  the  English  language,  and  when  they  are  satisfied 
that  such  teaching  equals  in  thoroughness  and  efficiency  the  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  in  the  same  locality,  and  that  equal  progress  is  made  by 
the  pupils  therein,  in  the  studies  required  by  law,  with  that  made  during 
the  same  time  in  the  public  schools;  but  they  shall  not  refuse  to  approve 
a  private  school  on  account  of  the  religious  teaching  therein. 
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Sect.  3.  The  truant  officers  and  the  School  Committee  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  shall  vigilantly  inquire  into  all  cases  of  neglect  of  duty 
prescribed  in  section  one,  and  ascertain  the  reasons,  if  any,  therefor;  and 
such  truant  officers  or  any  of  them,  shall,  when  so  directed  by  the  School 
Committee,  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  city  or  town  any  person  liable  to 
the  penalty  provided  for  in  said  section.  Police,  district  and  municipal 
courts,  trial  justices  and  judges  of  the  probate  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
within  their  respective  counties  of  the  offences  described  in  section  one. 

Penalty  for  Disturbhig  Schools. 

"Whoever  wilfully  interrupts  or  disturbs  a  school  or  other  assemby  of 
people  met  for  a  lawful  purpose,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars." — Pub. 
Stat.,  sect.  23,  chap.  207. 

Chapter  203 — Malicious  Injury  to  Buildings. 

Section  78.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  destroys,  defaces,  mars  or  injures  a  school-house,  church  or 
other  buildings  erected  or  used  for  purposes  of  education  or  religious 
instruction,  or  for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge,  or  an  out-building, 
fence,  well  or  appurtenance  of  such  school-house,  church  or  other  building 
or  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property  belonging  to  or  connected  with 
such  school-house,  church  or  other  building,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not  exceeding 

Authority  of  Teachers  over  Pupils. 

Section  i  of  chapter  44  of  the  Public  Statutes  imposes  upon  the  teachers 
of  the  public  schools  the  duty  of  instructing  their  pupils  in  good 
behavior. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  institutions  of 
learning  to  train  those  committed  to  them  in  the  practice  of  every  virtue. 
To  attain  these  ends  it  is  necessary  that  a  wise  government  over  the 
pupils  shall  be  uniformly  and  persistently  maintained.  The  teacher  is 
therefore  vested  with  the  authority  of  the  parent  in  the  control  of  the 
children  in  their  relation  as  pupils  of  his  school. 

1.  In  the  school  room  he  has  exclusive  control  of  his  pupils,  subject 
only  to  the  direction  of  the  school  committee. 

2.  He  may  rightfully  exercise  the  same  full  control  over  his  pupils  at 
any  time  while  they  are  on  any  part  of  the  school  premises. 

3.  While  the  pupils  are  on  their  way  to  and  from  the  school,  the 
authority  of  the  teacher  may  be  considered  as  concurrent  with  that  of  the 
parent  or  guardian.  If  the  pupils  in  coming  to  school,  or  in  going  from 
it  to  their  homes,  commit  an  offence  against  the  civil  laws,  it  will  be  well 
to  leave  the  offenders  in  the  hands  of  judicial  or  parental  authority.  But 
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if  the  children  quarrel  on  their  waj,  or  are  wilfully  tardj,  or  use  indecent 
and  profane  language,  or  in  any  way  by  their  conduct  injure  the  good 
order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  the  teacher  may  take  notice  of  such 
conduct  by  subjecting  the  offenders  to  such  wise  and  judicious  treatment 
as  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  a  repetitiou  of  the  offence.  In  such 
cases  the  teacher  should  exercise  great  caution  not  to  use  any  doubtful 
authority,  or  any  questionable  modes  of  correction. 

Chapter  44 — Female  Assistants. 

Section  14.  In  every  public  school  having  an  average  of  fifty  scholars, 
the  school  district  or  town  to  which  such  school  belongs,  shall  employ  one  or 
more  female  assistants,  unless  such  district  or  town  votes  to  dispense  with 
such  assistant. 

Patriotic  Exercises. 

Chapter  in  of  the  Acts  of  1890  provides  that  in  all  the  public  schools 
of  the  Commonwealth  the  last  regular  session  prior  to  Memorial  Day,  or 
a  portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises  of  a  patriotic  nature. 

Chapter  498 — An  Act  Relative  to  Vacci?iatioii. 

Section  9.  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  a  child  who  has  not 
been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  to  or  connected  with  the  public 
schools. 

Chapter  515, 

Section  2  of  this  act  provides  that  "all  children  who  shall  present  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  they  are  unfit 
subjects  for  vaccination  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes  excluding  unvaccinated 
children  from  public  schools. 

Chapter  598 — An  Act  Relative  to  Infectious  Diseases. 

Section  to.  The  school  committees  shall  not  allow  any  person  to  attend 
the  public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  pupil 
belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  or  during  a  period 
of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  sick  person; 
and  any  pupil  coming  from  such  household  shall  be  required  to  present, 
to  the  teacher  of  the  school  the  pupil  desires  to  attend,  a  certificate,  from 
the  attending  physician  or  board  of  health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to  entitle 
him  to  admission  in  accordance  with  the  above  regulation. 
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Report  of  Truant  Officer. 

To  the  School  Board: 

Gentlemen, —  I  have  investigated  seventy-four  complaints 
from  teachers  during  the  past  year,  with  the  follovs^ing  results : 
Truancy,  first  offense,  5  ;  second,  i  ;  third,  i  ;  fourth,  i  ;  sev- 
enth, I.    All  others  gave  satisfactory  reasons  for  absence.

Fire  Department. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

We  hereby  present  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  23,  1900. 

Manual  Force. 

The  department  consists  of  thirty-one  men,  assigned  as  fol- 
lows, viz.  :  One  Chief  and  two  Assistant  Engineers,  four  per- 
manent men,  one  foreman,  one  assistant  foreman,  five  pipemen, 
eight  hosemen,  six  laddermen,  and  four  men  on  steamer. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  is  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition,  and  at 
present  consists  of  One  Steam  Fire  Engine,  One  Two-Horse 
Hose  Wagon,  One  Two-Horse  Ladder  Truck  and  Five-Hand 
Hose  Reels,  all  in  service. 

Horses. 

There  are  six  horses  in  service  in  the  department.  During  the 
year  one  has  been  sick  and  is  still  unfit  for  duty,  and  the  Board 
of  Engineers  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
($200)  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  horse. 

Hose. 

This  branch  of  the  department  requires  and  receives  constant 
care  and  attention. 

In  testing  the  3,050  feet  of  hose  at  the  engine  house  this  year 
we  found  1,200  feet  unfit  for  fire  purposes,  and  therefore 
condemned  it. 

We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  five  hundred  (500) 
feet  of  cotton  hose,  and  that  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars  be 
appropriated  for  the  same. 
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Fires  and  Alarms. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  forty-four  alarms  of  fire, 


divided  as  follows  :

Remarks. 

The  agreement  with  the  City  of  Lynn  in  regards  fire  apparatus 
remains  the  same  as  in  years  past. 

The  cellar  of  the  Engine-house  is  in  a  deplorable  condition, 
particularly  so  during  the  spring  and  fall,  when  the  water  rises 
at  times  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  run  the  boiler  without  con- 
stant pumping. 

This  state  of  affairs  has  existed  for  some  time,  but  has  become 
much  more  serious  since  the  Marblehead  Water  Works  shut 
down. 

It  is  not  only  a  constant  source  of  expense  to  take  care  of  the 
water,  but  the  foundation  of  the  boiler  is  becoming  undermined, 
and  will  cause  a  considerable  outlay  to  repair  the  same,  even  if 
the  boiler  is  not  ruined. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate, and  report  at  the  adjourned  meeting  the  best  way  to 
remedy  the  matter. 

We  wish  to  call  attention  to  one  serious  obstruction  to  the 
department  in  responding  to  alarms,  which  is  the  bicycle  rider, 
who  seems  to  feel  it  his  duty  to  respond  to  every  alarm,  and 
endeavor  to  reach  the  scene,  before  the  apparatus.

Our  drivers  need  all  their  skill  and  strength  to  safely  guide 
their  teams  through  our  streets,  in  order  that  they  may  reach  the 
fire  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  without  having  to  watch  out 
for  such  nuisances  as  we  have  spoken  of. 

We  would  recommend  a  police  regulation  covering  this  matter, 
as  it  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  mak- 
ing a  great  saving  of  time,  thus  causing  a  decreased  fire  loss  and 
possibly  prevent  a  loss  of  life. 

The  horses  and  men  have  been  employed  on  the  streets  and 
have  received  credit  for  the  same,  viz  :

In  concluision  we  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Department  for  the 
promptness  in  which  they  have  responded  to  alarms. 

The  plan  of  having  a  certain  number  of  officers  answer  every 
alarm  is  a  good  one,  as  it  keeps  the  crowd  back,  giving  the  men 
a  better  chance  to  work  and  also  protects  property.  We  there- 
fore hope  the  plan  will  be  continued. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  in  behalf  of 
the  members  of  the  department,  for  the  courtesies  shown  them 
the  past  year.

The  Association  was  organized  shortly  after  the  Lynn  fire  of 
November,  1889,  the  one  hundred  dollars  received  from  the 
Lynn  Institution  for  Savings  for  services  rendered  at  that  fire, 
being  the  foundation  of  the  relief  fund. 

The  Association  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving  aid  to 
members  who  were  injured  going  to,  working  at,  or  coming  from 
a  fire,  or  from  sickness  contracted  from  fire  service. 

The  first  list  of  oiiicers  were  as  follows :

Secretary,  Lemuel  W.  Pickard.

Since  that  time  the  Association  has  grown  until  at  the  present 
time  we  have  a  membership  of  forty,  and  a  relief  fund  of  about 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300). 

We  have  paid  in  benefits  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($250). 

Our  only  sources  of  revenue  are  from  private  donations,  our 
annual  ball  and  the  receipts  from  a  pool  table  which  is  owned  by 
the  association. 

We  have  also  been  successful  in  procuring  a  cemetery  lot  and 
have  one  of  our  past  members  buried  there. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  in  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  for  the  liberal  way  in  which  they  have 
always  patronized  our  annual  ball,  and  trust  we  will  be  able  in 
the  future  to  warrant  a  like  patronage.

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Board  of  Health  Report 


We  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  citizens  of 
Swampscott  our  annual  report  as  follows  : 

The  Board  organized  March  25,  1899,  with  Joseph  W.  Glass, 
chairman,  and  I.  A.  Ulman,  secretary. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  every  two  weeks  till  June  3, 
when,  owing  to  the  increasing  business  of  the  Board,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  hold  weekly  meetings  in  order  that  the  duties 
of  this  office  might  be  systematically  arranged,  which  will  tend 
to  place  the  Town,  from  a  health  standpoint,  in  a  position  to 
compare  favorably  with  other  towns. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Town  the  Board  has  done  all 
fumigating  in  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  and  we  feel  that  the 
absence  of  spread  of  contagion  in  a  single  case  is  sufficient  proof 
of  its  efficiency. 

The  contract  for  the  collection  of  house  offal  for  this  year  was 
awarded  to  M.  McDonough  and  has  been  carried  out  in  a  gener- 
ally satisfactory  manner;  the  exceptionally  few  complaints 
having  been  attended  to  immediately. 

The  contract  for  the  disposal  of  night  soil  was  awarded  to 
Allen  S.  Rovve,  which  has  also  been  attended  to  as  satisfactorily 
as  is  possible  by  this  method. 

Benjamin  C.  Pedric  was  appointed  to  dispose  of  refuse  material 
from  Fisherman's  Beach,  so  called,  and  the  fish  markets. 

The  beaches  have  also  been  kept  clean,  although  there  have 
been  a  few  instances,  however,  that  they  have  been  covered  with 
a  scum,  but  it  was  not  deemed  prudent  to  hire  this  removed,  for 
the  next  tide  has  invariably  carried  it  away. 
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On  May  18  the  Board  received  report  of  a  case  of  small-pox  in 
Mr.  William  A.  Rust's  family,  at  No.  16  Essex  street,  and  im- 
mediately every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
this  most  dreaded  disease.  The  Fowler  family,  learning  that  it 
was  a  case  of  small-pox,  left  the  premises  before  the  case  had  been 
reported  to  the  Board,  but  on  being  requested  to  return,  did  so, 
and  absolutely  strict  quarantine  measures  were  adopted.  Being 
unable  to  reach  the  Salem  Board  of  Health,  word  was  sent  to 
the  City  Marshal,  stating  that  the  daughter  of  the  patient  had 
gone  to  Salem,  and  asking  that  she  be  sent  back ;  but  on  the  fol- 
lowing day.  May  19,  word  was  received  that  they  had  decided  to 
keep  the  girl  in  Salem. 

Mr.  Fred  Connors'  house,  Mountain  Park,  to  which  the  Fowler 
family  had  removed,  was  thoroughly  fumigated,  and  all  persons 
who  had  visited  the  patient,  from  the  time  he  was  taken  ill  until 
the  case  was  reported,  were  carefully  watched. 

On  May  22,  Mr.  A.  C.  Bennett,  who  had  acted  in  this  capacity 
in  a  number  of  epidemics,  was  employed  as  nurse. 

Free  vaccination  was  started,  and  the  pupils  at  the  Phillips 
School,  also  the  neighborhood  in  the  vicinity  of  the  small-pox 
case,  were  inspected  regularly. 

On  May  29  we  were  notified  that  the  Salem  Board  of  Health 
would  hold  a  consulation  with  Drs.  Kittredge  and  Brown  of 
Salem  and  Dr.  Judkins  of  Lynn  in  regard  to  Rena  Rust's  condi- 
tion, which  revealed  the  fact  that  she  was  afflicted  with  small- 
pox ;  on  May  30  we  received  word  from  the  Salem  Board 
requesting  that  we  remove  Miss  Rust  at  once ;  we  considered  the 
fact  that  by  leaving  her  in  Salem  would  incur  at  least  double  the 
expense  and  decided  to  remove  her,  which  was  done  in  the  even- 
ing of  May  30.  We  were  unable  to  hire  a  carriage  for  this  pur- 
pose, but  were  fortunate  enough  to  get  a  bargain  which  we  have 
kept  for  future  emergencies.  Late  in  the  afternoon  Dr.  Judkins 
sent  word  to  the  board  that  Mr.  Rust  could  survive  but  a  few 
hours  and  preparations  were  made  for  the  interment  at  Swamp- 
scott  cemetery.  The  other  three  cases  recovered,  and,  on  June 
30,  the  premises  were  thoroughly  fumigated,  all  infected  articles 
destroyed,  and  the  quarantine  was  raised. 
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The  sewage  pipes  which  heretofore  have  discharged  into  the 
brooks  and  catch-basins  about  town  have  been  disconnected, 
numbering  in  all  sixty-nine.  This  necessitated  considerable 
work,  for  in  many  cases  the  owners,  in  their  effort  to  conceal 
them,  had  resorted  to  very  perplexing  modes  of  drain-laying. 

On  August  20  the  Board  adopted  a  drain  regulation,  which 
has  been  a  great  aid  in  checking  the  overflow  pipes  which  for- 
merly were  connected  with  nearly  every  cesspool. 

The  brook  running  frorn  Paradise  Road  to  the  pumping 
station  was  cleaned  and  all  the  sewage  which  had  been  collecting 
in  it  was  removed,  thus  abating  this  source  of  filth. 

The  dump  which  had  been  established  on  Forest  Avenue  was 
discontinued  and  the  Humphrey  Street  dump,  which  is  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  Town  for  many  years,  has  been 
levelled  off  and  covered  from  time  to  time  and  now  presents 
quite  a  respectable  appearance. 

A  complaint  from  Orient  Court,  commonly  called  "the 
Acre,'*  was  investigated  and  as  a  consequence  the  plumbing  in 
the  tenements  was  repaired  and  all  drain  pipes  were  properly 
trapped ;  also  cesspools  were  constructed  for  the  different  houses 
and  the  privys  were  removed  to  a  proper  distance  from  the 
dwellings  and  the  grounds  generally  cleaned  up.  However,  we 
do  not  consider  nor  wish  to  confer  the  idea  that  the  many 
nuisances  previously  existing  here  have  been  effectually  abated 
yet,  but  further  steps  cannot  be  taken  until  weather  conditions 
are  more  favorable,  at  which  time  the  work  on  this  locality  will 
be  renewed,  with  a  view  of  putting  it  in  a  more  healthy  condition. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  state,  furthermore,  that  there  are 
many  other  nuisances  existing  within  the  Town  which  are  sup- 
posed by  some  to  have  escaped  our  notice  ;  however,  this  is  not 
the  case,  but  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  work  that  has  come 
under  this  Board  it  has  been  impossible  to  attend  to  them  all  this 
year. 

The  tenements  at  Little's  Point,  in  which  the  diphtheria  cases 
were  discovered,  have  been  closed  and  are  not  to  be  again 
occupied  as  dwellings  until  put  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition 
satisfactory  to  the  Board. 
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To  the  present  time  there  have  been  thirty-two  (32)  cases  of 
contagious  diseases,  viz  :  Small-pox,  4  ;  diphtheria,  7  ;  scarlet 
fever,  8;  measles,  12;  typhoid,  i.  Of  these  three  have  died 
(one  small-pox,  one  diphtheria  and  one  typhoid)  and  twenty-nine 
recovered. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  fifty-three  complaints  received 
and  investigated. 

Before  closing  our  report  we  feel  it  is  our  duty  to  enlighten 
the  citizens,  especially  those  who  are  not  in  a  position  to  know, 
on  the  present  system  of  sewerage,  viz  :  Cesspools,  catch-basins, 
street  drains,  brooks,  etc.,  and  we  feel  confident  that  if  every 
citizen  of  the  Town  understood  the  situation  as  clearly  as  we  do 
that  the  sewer  would  be  well  started  before  another  twelve 
months. 

Naturally,  the  cost  is  the  principal  point  with  the  few  who 
may  be  opposed  to  it ;  but  under  the  present  system  it  is  not  only 
more  expensive,  but  filthy,  unhealthy,  dangerous  and  disagreeable 
in  many  ways.  It  is  more  expensive,  for  this  reason  :  the  aver- 
age cesspool  will  cost  four  dollars  a  year,  more  of  them  will  cost 
eight  dollars,  and  quite  a  number  will  cost  twenty  dollars  or 
more,  as  soon  as  their  overflows  have  been  disconnected,  and 
will  always  be  a  source  of  more  or  less  trouble.  Besides,  every 
year  that  a  sewer  is  put  over  this  condition  grows  worse,  for 
overflows  are  constantly  being  disconnected  and  the  owner  forced 
to  rely  on  his  cesspool  alone,  which,  if  constructed  in  a  clay  soil 
or  low  swampy  land,  is  almost  an  impossibility  to  keep  from 
overflowing,  and  is  a  perpetual  expense  and  nuisance. 

The  sewer  would  be  less  expensive,  for  if  put  in  on  the  front- 
age assessment  plan,  the  assessments  could  be  paid  in  ten  annual 
assessments,  and  when  once  paid  would  be  paid  forever.  Be- 
sides, these  annual  assessments,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  would 
probably  not  be  more  than  the  present  cost  of  maintaining  a 
cesspool,  and  in  those  few  cases  in  which  they  were  larger  the 
cesspool  would  soon  exceed,  for  the  cost  of  a  cesspool  never 
grows  less.  These  annual  installments  would  pay  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer,  but,  of  course,  the  running  expenses  and 
interest  on  the  bonds  would  be  paid  by  taxation.    This  should 
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not  amount  to  over  seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  a  year,  and 
possibly  less,  which  could  not  increase  taxes  more  than  one  dol- 
lar on  a  thousand,  and  by  appearing  in  the  taxes  the  small  prop- 
erty owner  would  only  be  obliged  to  pay  his  proportionate  part, 
which,  will  be  readily  seen,  would  be  extremely  cheaper  than  the 
present  system,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  benefits  which  are 
always  derived  from  such  improvements. 

It  is  apparent  to  all  that  the  present  condition  cannot  exist 
much  longer,  for  there  are  many  thousands  of  gallons  of  water 
forced  into  the  Town  daily  which  the  ground  is  expected  to 
absorb,  which  fact  alone  makes  it  plain  that  a  sewer  must  come, 
sooner  or  later,  and  every  year  that  it  is  put  over  is  so  much 
money  thrown  away  for  the  care  of  cesspools. 

To  us,  the  only  ones  benefited  by  the  present  system  are  the 
contractors  who  clean  out  cesspools  and  vaults. 

Recommendations. 

That  the  Town  collect  the  ashes  and  rubbish,  under  the  same 
method  as  is  now  in  vogue  with  house  offal. 

That  the  brooks  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  some  board  of 
officers,  and  a  sum  of  money  appropriated  for  the  care  of  same, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  kept  in  proper  condition. 

That  the  surveyor  be  instructed  to  furnish  gutter  scrapings  to 
cover  the  public  dump.

Norfolk  Avenue  Drain. 

There  has  also  been  built  a  24-inch  pipe  drain  from  the  Stacey 
Brook  culvert  under  New  Ocean  Street  through  New  Ocean 
Street  and  Paradise  Road  into  Norfolk  Avenue  for  a  distance  of 
1,275  feet,  together  with  eight  manholes.  There  was  removed 
from  this  work  254  loads  of  filling,  most  of  which  was  good 
gravel  and  was  used  on  Maple  Avenue  and  other  streets  in  the 
neighborhood. 
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Gravel  Pit. 

The  gravel  in  our  gravel  pit  is  nearly  exhausted  and  v^ill  not 
be  sufficient  for  the  next  year's  demands.  I  would  recommend 
that  other  land  be  secured  at  once  for  a  gravel  pit. 

Stone  Crusher. 

The  Town  owns  a  large  lot  at  the  rear  of  the  cemetery  on 
Essex  street,  whicji  is  at  the  present  time  almost  entirely  covered 
with  ledge,  and  is  not  available  for  cemetery  purposes.  This 
ledge,  if  properly  crushed,  would  make  good  material  for  road- 
building,  and  is  about  one  mile  nearer  the  Town  than  the 
material  which  is  now  used,  and  is  much  better  quality  for  use 
in  making  roads.  I  would  recommend  that  the  stone  crusher  be 
removed  from  its  present  position  to  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the 
cemetery,  and  a  sum  of  money  appropriated  yearly  to  blast  and 
crush  the  ledge  for  use  on  the  streets. 

Salem  Street. 

The  surface  of  Salem  Street  has  been  in  very  poor  condition 
for  some  time  on  account  of  different  contractors  hauling  heavy 
stone  from  the  various  quarries  in  that  neighborhood.  I  would 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $800  be  made  to  resurface 
the  entire  street.

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Report  of  Street  Lights  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Szvampscott : 

Your  Committee,  having  charge  of  this  department,  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  : 

We  now  have  upon  our  circuits  109  arc  lamps,  an  addition 
of  one  over  last  year's  report,  a  light  having  been  put  in  on 
authority  by  vote  of  the  citizens  on  Art.  23  at  the  last  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  at  junction  of  Middlesex  Avenue,  Farragut  and 
Paradise  Roads. 

The  number  of  Incandescents,  28. 

So  far  as  the  observations  of  your  Committee  go,  we  have 
nothing  in  particular  to  criticise  and  consider  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Co.  are  fully  living  up  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  as 
made  nearly  five  years  ago,  the  expiration  of  which  concludes  on 
Aug.  I,  the  current  year. 

All  realize  the  fact  that  the  expense  on  the  citizens  for  lighting 
the  streets  with  electricity  is  a  very  large  bill,  and  is  growing 
larger  every  year,  and  so  far  as  their  knowledge  goes,  considering 
the  number  of  lights  now  in  use  and  the  probable  requirements  of 
the  Town  for  the  next  ten  years  to  come,  there  will  be  a  gradual 
increase  by  still  adding  to  the  present  number. 

There  seems  to  be  no  way  to  scale  the  bill  down  below  the 
slight  reductions  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  accorded  us  in 
making  new  contracts,  unless  we  adopt  some  of  the  cheaper 
lights.    Your  Committee,  upon  inquiry,  find  that  the  Town  is  , 
paying  a  fair  average  price  for  its  street  lighting,  in  fact,  much 
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less  than  some  towns  that  are  being  lighted  by  private  companies, 
but  in  view  of  the  expiration  of  our  contract  with  the  Lynn  Gas 
.  and  Electric  Co.  Aug.  i  this  year,  and  that  some  provision  for 
lighting  the  Town  will  have  to  be  made  at  that  time,  we  would 
suggest  that  discretionary  powers  be  given  the  Committee  author- 
ized to  make  the  contract  as  to  a  long  or  short  term.  The  cost 
of  and  maintenance  of  an  electric  light  plant  for  the  Town 
would  require  the  employment  of  an  Electrical  Engineer,  for 
which  an  appropriation  would  have  to  be  made,  available  at  this 
time,  in  order  to  report  at  the  adjourned  meeting,  and  in  view  of 
this  fact  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $250.00  for  this 
purpose,  should  the  Town  decide  to  employ  authority  on  esti- 
mates. 

As  to  the  value  of  the  old  Power  Station  of  the  Marblehead 
Water  Works,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  special  committee, 
Messrs.  E.  H.  Kitfield  and  H.  B.  Sprague,  who  were  appointed 
to  consider  this  matter  with  the  Street  Light  Committee,  that 
aside  from  the  land  it  has  no  value  as  an  electric  light  plant. 

Below  we  submit  the  communication  in  full,  as  received  by  us 
from  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  in  reply  to  our  request  for 
their  very  best  terms  should  the  Town  desire  to  make  a  new  con- 
tract when  the  present  one  expires. 

We  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars for  Street  Lights  the  current  year.

Remarks. 

While  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
cattle  over  last  year's  report,  the  number  of  swine  has  fallen  off 
the  past  two  years. 

In  most  all  stables  cows  are  clean  and  in  a  Irealthy  condition, 
only  one  place  where  cows  were  kept  was  found  a  dirty  and 
unhealthy  stable.    Street  pedlars  require  much  looking  after.

Committee  on  Assessors'  Plans. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1894,  the  under- 
signed were  appointed  a  committee  to  procure  a  survey  and  plans 
of  the  Town,  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Committee 
advertised  for  bids  in  accordance  with  specifications  furnished, 
and  received  bids  from  six  parties  (as  mentioned  in  a  former 
report),  Mr.  Fred  H.  Eastman's  being  the  lowest,  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  him  for  the  sum  of  thirty-four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($3,450). 

The  terms  of  the  contract  were  that  he  should  furnish  a  com- 
plete set  of  plans  and  tracings  of  convenient  size  (20  x  30  inches), 
a  large  map  of  the  Town,  with  all  the  plans  platted  upon  it,  also 
to  prepare  a  record  book  for  the  same,  the  Town  to  furnish  the 
book.  Every  lot  upon  the  plans  was  to  be  numbered,  the  street 
frontage  given,  and  the  area  in  square  feet.  The  record  book  to 
give  the  number  of  the  plan,  number  of  the  lot,  the  owner  or 
occupant,  street  where  located,  and  the  number  of  square  feet. 

The  work  has  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  comprises  thirty-two  (32)  plans  and  tracings,  the 
large  map  with  the  plans  platted  upon  it,  and  the  record  book 
corrected  to  May  i,  1899. 
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We  have  many  times  had  occasion  to  verify  the  figures  given 
on  the  plans,  by  measurement,  and  in  every  instance  we  have 
found  them  to  agree,  and  w^e  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  are  practically  correct  and  that  the  Towrn  has  received  a  full 
equivalent  for  the  money  expended.

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SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

Board  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

During  the  past  year  all  the  remaining  claims  against  the  Town 
have  been  settled,  viz:  Stone  estate,  $4,540.00;  Joseph  A.  In- 
galls,  $1,500.00;  J.  Frank  Blaney,  $672.00;  Fowle  &  Chap- 
man, $500.00. 

Pending  action  on  the  contemplated  shore  boulevard  from 
King's  Beach  in  our  Town  to  Oceanside  Park  in  Lynn,  we  have 
deferred  action  on  the  acceptance  of  the  King's  Beach  reservation 
from  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  mentioned  in  our  last 
report. 

That  our  citizens  may  not  lose  sight  of  the  original  intent  to 
acquire,  as  a  part  of  our  park  system,  the  low  piece  of  land  where 
the  car  stables  stand  on  Humphrey  street,  and  in  order  that  you 
may  know  how  our  neighboring  City  of  Lynn  feels  in  regard  to 
the  matter,  we  quote  the  following  from  the  Report  of  the  Lynn 
Park  Commission  of  1895  : 

One  who  passes  the  gateway  between  Lynn  and  Swamp- 
scott, turning  his  eyes  oceanward,  sees  the  waves  breaking  on 
the  sandy  beach  and  the  beautiful  bay  beyond ;  if  his  eyes  turn 
inland,  dischantment  follows.  The  continuous  beauty  of  the 
landscape  could  be  effected  ....  It  remains  for  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  and  the  City  of  Lynn  to  take  for  public  use  the 
unsightly  and  unhealthy  meadow,  where  the  street  car  stable 
stands,  opposite  King's  Beach  and  near  the  Town  line,  and  con- 
vert it  either  into  a  play-ground,  which  would  require  consider- 
able filling,  or  into  a  pond.  The  latter  plan  would  be  the  least 
expensive.    The  treatment  proposed  would  be  to  excavate  the 
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meadow  to  such  a  depth  as  would  admit  the  sea  water  at  high 
tide  by  a  canal.  The  material  taken  out  could  be  used  to  bank 
the  pond.  In  winter  the  salt  water  could  be  excluded,  and  water 
from  the  brook  substituted.  The  summer  use  would  be  for 
boating  and  for  all  those  sports  that  young  people  enjoy  when- 
ever a  pond  is  accessable.  The  improvement  proposed  would 
be  of  more  advantage  to  Swampscott  than  to  Lynn,  but  both 
should  unite  to  bring  about  a  change." 

The  recommendation  in  our  last  report  relative  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Reservation  in  connection  with  the  widening  of 
Humphrey  street,  and  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $4,100.00 
not  having  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Town,  3^our  Commis- 
sioners have  been  unable  to  make  any  marked  improvement 
during  the  past  year.  With  other  more  important  improvements 
staring  the  town  in  the  face,  your  Commissioners  do  not  feel  that 
they  can  consistently  renew  said  recommendation  at  this  time. 
There,  are,  however,  some  few  things  that  we  feel  must  be  done. 
The  present  retaining  wall  at  the  Lower  Beach,  as  a  matter  of 
economy,  should  be  repointed  and  repaired ;  it  is  also  desirable 
to  build  another  small  piece  of  wall  so  as  to  enable  us  to  do 
some  further  grading.  For  these  improvements  and  other  Park 
purposes  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,000.00.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott ; 

The  Water  Board  herewith  respectfully  submits  its  second 
annual  report : 

The  conditions  which  were  present  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  were  such  as  to  cause  us  considerable  anxiety. 

The  long  drought  making  an  almost  exhaustive  demand  on  our 
wells  (the  supply  being  very  much  in  excess  of  previous  years,  as 
table  below  will  show)  required  that  we  should  make  possible  an 
additional  supply  at  once  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  sum- 
mer population. 

The  immediate  connection  with  the  Metropolitan  water  pipes 
seemed  impossible,  owing  to  the  delay  in  the  construction  of  the 
vSaugus  River  bridge.  This  forced  us  to  the  following  consider- 
ations— a  return  to  the  abandoned  wells  on  the  vStetson  land,  the 
sinking  of  new  wells  on  Thompson  Meadow,  and  the  purchase 
of  water  from  Lynn.  All  of  these  sources  presented  difficulties, 
which  led  us  to  lay  before  the  Metropolitan  Water  Commission- 
ers a  plan  suggested  by  our  Superintendent.  This  plan  was  to 
make  a  temporary  connection  with  their  pipes  around  the  bridge. 
Their  engineers  deemed  this  quite  feasible,  and  in  due  apprecia- 
tion of  our  situation  commenced  on  the  work  at  once  and  carried 
it  to  completion  in  about  two  weeks,  so  that  on  July  ist  a 
sufficient  amount  of  Metropolitan  water  was  added  to  our  then 
present  supply  to  meet  every  possible  requirement. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Sisk,  of  Lynn, 
who  was  willing,  without  remuneration,  to  allow  us  the  use  of 
the  abandoned  wells  on  his  property  if  the  situation  demanded. 
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On  June  13th  the  water  in  the  stand-pipe  suddenly  fell  so  low 
as  to  alarm  us,  for  what  cause  could  not  be  ascertained.  Supt. 
Pollard,  knowing  our  pipes  were  connected  with  the  water  pipes 
of  Marblehead,  solicited  immediate  help,  which  not  only  was 
readily  granted,  but  as  the  correspondence  below  will  show,  so 
very  generously  given.

On  August  31  our  permanent  connection  with  the  Metropoli- 
tan pipes  was  completed,  and  since  that  date  the  citizens  of 
Swampscott,  notwithstanding  the  continued  drought,  have 
enjoyed  an  abundant  supply  of  water  of  excellent  quality.  We 
feel  it  has  been  fully  appreciated,  as  we  have  had  no  complaints, 
but  many  applications  for  extended  service. 

Having  no  further  use  for  our  wells  on  Thompson  meadow, 
we  instructed  our  Superintendent  to  at  once  take  advantage  of 
the  dry  condition  and  remove  the  piping,  amounting  to  some 
3,300  feet,  which  we  hold  in  reserve  at  our  pumping  station 
ready  for  any  emergency. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  but  three  breaks  —  one  on  Hum- 
phrey street  near  Ingalls  place,  one  near  the  Monument,  and  one 
on  the  corner  of  Burrill  and  Boynton  streets ;  these  were  quickly 
attended  to  and  occasioned  little  damage  or  expense. 

Anticipating  a  rise  in  the  value  of  pipe,  we  deemed  it  wise  to 
place  an  order  for  more  than  sufficient  for  our  present  need,  and 
have  on  hand,  at  old  price,  quite  a  quantity  for  use  the  coming 
year. 

We  feel  that  some  of  our  citizens  have  strongly  desired  the 
removal  of  our  stand-pipe,  and  in  this  we  fully  concurred ;  but 
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after  consulting  first-class  engineers  in  relation  to  the  same,  we 
were  convinced  it  was  wise  to  retain  it  for  the  present. 

Noticing  the  amount  of  expense  for  horse  hire  in  our  depart- 
ment, and  realizing  that  the  growth  of  the  town  would  increase 
it  still  more  the  coming  year,  we  deemed  it  economical  to  pur- 
chase a  horse  and  conveyances  suitable  for  our  needs. 

We  think  we  are  justified  in  making  the  statement  that  the 
Water  Department  is  on  a  firm  basis,  and  although  our  report 
shows  a  small  surplus,  our  citizens  will  readily  realize  that  the 
price  we  are  paying  for  water  this  year  is  but  a  nominal  sum 
compared  with  the  scheduled  prices  for  the  following  years,  and 
under  these  conditions  we  do  not  feel  we  can  thus  early  recom- 
mend any  change  in  our  present  system.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  said  Swampscott,  on  Monday,  the  nineteenth  day 
of  March,  current,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  : — 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  3.    To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  one  (i)  year.

To  choose  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
for  three  (3)  years.

To  choose  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for 
three  (3)  years.

Art.  3.  To  vote  by  ballot  "Yes"  or  "No"  upon  the  ques- 
tion :  Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
Liquors  in  this  Town. 

Art.  4.  To  vote  by  ballot  "Yes"  or  "No"  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  adopting  Chapter  344,  Acts  of  1899  entitled  :  An  act  to 
make  eight  hours  a  day's  work  for  city  and  town  employees. 

Art.  5.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  TAistees  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery,  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Milk  Inspector,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Street  Lights,  the  Water  Commissioners,  the  Surveyor 
of  Highways,  the  Inspector  of  Cattle,  Provisions,  etc.,  the  Park 
Commissioners,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  upon  the  question 
of  purchasing  more  land  adjoining  Town  Hall  lot.

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  II.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  what  rate  of  discount,  if  any,  will 
be  allowed  for  prompt  payment  on  or  before  a  certain  date. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  ($100)  dollars,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  James 
L.  Bates'  Post  118,  G.  A.  R.,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
amending  the  By-Laws. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifty  ($50)  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  in  removing  rubbish  which  may  be  washed 
upon  Whale's  Beach  during  the  coming  season. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  as  to  the  necessity  of  remodelling  and 
repairing  the  Town  Hall,  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  16.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  laying  out  Shaw  Road. 

Art.  17.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  laying  out  a  portion  of  Elmwood  Road,  and  appro- 
priate money  therefor. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  furnish  and  operate  electric  arc  lights  as 
follows :   On  Hardy  Road,  at  the  place  where  said  road  turns. 
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going  from  Monument  Avenue  to  Elmwood  Road ;  at  the 
junction  of  Farragut  and  Grant  Roads ;  on  Maple  Avenue,  at  a 
point  adjacent  to  the  residence  of  L.  Frank  Cahoon.  Also  the 
following  incandescent  electric  lights :  Three  (3)  on  Ocean 
Avenue,  between  Atlantic  Avenue  and  Phillips  Beach  Station ; 
and  (3)  on  Phillips  Avenue. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  towards 
constructing  double  street  crossings,  as  follows  :  Across  Burrill 
Street,  at  the  junction  of  Essex  Street ;  across  Essex  Street  at  its 
junction  with  Cherry  Street ;  across  Humphrey  Street  to  the 
eastern  side  of  driveway  of  "Hotel  Elms";  across  Humphrey 
Street  to  Beach  Bluff  Avenue,  east  of  watering  fountain ;  at  the 
northern  junction  and  another  at  the  southern  junction  of  Norfolk 
Avenue,  with  Middlesex  Avenue ;  at  the  junction  of  Berkshire 
Avenue  with  Middlesex  Avenue ;  at  the  junction  of  Burrill  Street 
and  Middlesex  Avenue,  across  Middlesex  Avenue ;  across  Burrill 
Street  from  the  northwest  corner  of  Rock  Avenue  to  the  estate  of 
Jabez  Hawes  ;  also  the  following  single  street  crossings  :  Across 
Elmwood  Road  at  the  easterly  junction  with  Thomas  Road  ; 
across  Thomas  Road  between  the  estates  of  John  R.  Merritt  and 
B.  F.  Rich ;  across  the  proposed  street  near  the  residence  of 
Willard  C.  Chase  on  Stetson  Avenue ;  across  Essex  Street  at  the 
junction  with  Belmont  Avenue ;  across  Belmont  Avenue  at  the 
junction  with  Essex  Street ;  at  the  junction  of  Shaw  and  Thomas 
Roads ;  at  the  junction  of  Andrew  and  Thomas  Roads ;  on 
Blaney  Street  at  the  southerly  corner  of  Rose  Street,  and 
appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  suf- 
ficient sum  of  money  to  be  expended  on  Essex  Street,  as  laid  out 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Chapter  330, 
Acts  of  1899,  entitled,  "An  act  to  codify  and  amend  the  laws 
relative  to  the  preservation  of  trees." 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  pay  the  Call  Firemen, 
Fifty  ($50.)  dollars  each  per  year. 
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Art.  23.    To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation 
to  appropriating  a  sum  of  money,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  • 
of  furnishing  music  for  public  Band  Concerts,  or  do  anything  in 
relation  to  same. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  Cemetery 
Lots  to  non-residents  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  Eight  hundred 
($800.)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  land  adjoining  the  Cemetery, 
known  as  the  "  Silver  Lot." 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  reimburse  Joseph  W. 
Glass  for  ten  (10)  days'  pay  lost  on  account  of  small-pox  case, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  335,  Chapter  548,  Acts  of  1898,  by  which 
the  Town  may  elect  the  next  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter 
elect  one  man  each  year  for  three  years. 

Art.  28.    To  fix  the  amount  of  salary  for  Town  Officials  for 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  29.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money  for 
the  purchase  of  a  new  Gravel  Pit. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  Band 
Stand,  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  upon  the 
park  between  Ingalls  Place  and  Greenwood  Street,  said  Park 
Commissioners  to  have  full  charge  of  the  said  band  stand  after  it 
is  erected. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reimburse  Stephen 
L.  Breed  the  sum  of  fifteen  ($15)  dollars,  the  amount  of 
expense  incurred  for  the  examination  of  title  and  preparing  deed 
of  the  Breed  land,  corner  Redington  and  Highland  Streets. 

Art.  32.    To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Sewerage. 
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Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  determine  to  borrow  such 
sum  of  money  as  may  be,  necessary  to  construct  sewers,  and 
the  ways  and  works  necessary  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the 
same,  and  to  defray  any  and  all  expenses  incident  to  the  laying 
out  and  construction  of  the  same. 

Art.  34.  To  determine  how  the  Town  is  to  borrow  any 
sum  of  money  which  may  be  authorized  under  the  last  pre- 
ceding article,  and  to  fix  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
the  same  shall  be  borrowed,  and  if  bonds  are  to  be  issued 
therefor,  to  determine  the  form  of  such  bonds  and  the  term  for 
which  the  same  are  to  run,  and  to  pass  any  other  vote  or  votes 
necessary  to  enable  the  Town  to  execute,  issue  and  negotiate  said 
bonds. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  payment  of  any  bonds  that  may 
be  issued,  if  any  are  to  be  issued  by  the  Town,  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  money  for  the  construction  and  establishment  of  a 
system  of  sewerage,  or  whether  the  Town  will  provide  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  by  notes  or  bonds,  and  raise  the  money  for 
the  payment  thereof  by  taxation ;  and  to  pass  any  other  vote  or 
votes  necessary  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  such  Sinking 
Fund,  or  for  providing  money  for  the  payment  of  such  notes  or 
bonds  by  taxation  or  otherwise. 

Art.  36.  To  determine  what  compensation,  if  any,  shall  be 
paid  to  said  Sewerage  Commissioners,  or  either  of  them. 

Art.  37.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  laying  out  Monument  Avenue,  and  appropriate  money 
therefor. 

Art.  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Engineers  in  regard  to  the  Engine  House. 

Art.  39.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  Town  will  take  in 
determining  how  money  shall  be  raised  to  pay  for  permanent 
improvements.
